Editor's  Notes  _ 


The  state  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  and  the  Natural  Resources 
Agency  deserve  a  lot  of  credit  for  trying  to  right  the  ship  since  the 
tumultuous  events  in  July,  2012  when  it  was  discovered  that  senior  staff  at 
State  Parks  had  grossly  under-reported  revenues  to  the  State  Controller 
while  the  FY  1 1-FY  12  budget  was  in  the  works  and  the  state  was  trying  to 
figure  out  how  to  operate  in  a  deficit.  The  total  amount  of  "secret  funds" 
stashed  away?  Roughly  $20  million. 

Additionally,  in  201 1  State  Parks  implemented  an  unauthorized  vacation 
buy-back  program  allowing  employees  to  "cash  in"  their  accrued  vacation 
hours.  Timing  is  never  right  for  corruption  and  incompetence,  but  the 
unreported  funds  were  found  at  a  time  when,  because  of  the  state  deficit, 
70  state  parks  were  slated  for  closure  and,  like  many  other  state 
departments,  furloughs  were  in  effect. 

A  2012  audit  that  was  conducted  after  the  debacle  was  discovered  is 
available  online.  After  18  months  of  study,  hearings  and  discussions,  the 
Parks  Forward  Commission  issued  its  final  draft  report  last  Friday. 

Today,  Friday,  February  6,  the  Commission  will  deliberate  after  they  have 
heard  from  the  public  and  stakeholders.  We  commend  Natural  Resources 
Secretary  Laird  and  the  Parks  Forward  Commission  for  their  hard  work  to 
turn  State  Parks  around  and  sail  straight. 

State  Parks  recently  formed  a  Transformation  Team  as  part  of  the  effort  to 
improve  the  department.  More  information  about  the  Transformation  Team 
is  available  on  State  Parks'  website.  The  California  State  Parks  Foundation 
(CSPF)  has  submitted  a  statement  about  the  draft  final  report. 

The  report,  to  be  released  by  the  Parks  Forward  Commission  includes  a 
number  of  recommendations,  including  the  creation  of  a  new  non-profit 
organization  to  raise  funds  for  State  Parks.  The  report's  recommendations 
are  available  online.  The  Parks  Forward  Commission  has  been  meeting 
since  last  year  and  there  are  a  few  meetings  left.  More  information  about 
the  meetings  is  available  online. 

SAVE  THE  DATE!  CalCoast  is  working  with  universities,  state  agencies 
and  local  government  to  organize  a  conference  in  San  Diego  on  May  26-

It’s  time  for  another  update  from  Congress!  Since  my  last  E-news,  we’ve  had  major 
votes  on  the  House  floor.  I’ve  also  visited  troops  and  women  leaders  in  Afghanistan, 
chaired  a  Congressional  field  hearing  in  San  Diego,  and  hosted  an  art  competition  for 
students  of  the  53rd  District.  Check  below  to  see  what  I’ve  been  doing  in  Washington 
and  San  Diego.

Holding  a  press  conference  in  support  of  the  Equality  Act. 


Fairness  and  equality  are  core  American  values.  I  joined  my  colleagues  in  support  of  H.R.  5.  the 
Equality  Act,  to  strengthen  anti-discrimination  protections  for  LGBTQ  Americans  under  the  law. 

The  bill  passed  the  House  in  a  bipartisan  vote  of  236-173.  The  Equality  Act  includes  my  bill,  H.R. 
874.  the  Juror  Non-Discrimination  Act,  to  prohibit  the  removal  of  a  person  from  a  jury  due  to  their 
sexual  orientation  or  gender  identity. 

House  Passes  First  Major  Climate  Bill  in  Nearly  a  Decade 

Climate  change  is  a  worldwide  crisis  and  requires  worldwide  cooperation.  In  a  vote  of  231-190,  the 
House  passed  H.R.  9.  the  Climate  Action  Now  Act,  to  block  President  Trump  from  pulling  America 
out  of  its  commitment  to  the  Paris  Agreement.  Although  the  president  announced  his  intent  to 
withdraw  from  the  agreement,  the  U.S.  cannot  formally  withdraw  until  2020.  This  was  the  first 
major  climate  bill  to  pass  the  House  in  nearly  a  decade  and  I  was  proud  to  vote  for  it.  Our  children 
are  watching  and  their  future  depends  on  us. 


Introducing  Portable  Certification  of  Spouses  Act 


Speaking  about  the  need  to  improve  license  portability  for  military  spouses. 


Multiple  moves  by  servicemembers  often  negatively  impact  the  ability  of  military  spouses  to 
sustain  fulfilling  careers.  Spouses  with  licenses  or  certifications  often  must  re-apply  in  each  new 
state,  resulting  in  high  costs,  administrative  delays,  and  significant  periods  of  unemployment  that 
add  to  the  stress  of  military  service.  I  joined  in  introducing  the  Portable  Certification  of  Spouses 
Act,  which  would  improve  license  portability  and  allow  military  spouse  entrepreneurs  to  keep  small 
businesses  registered  in  one  state  as  they  move.  I  am  grateful  to  our  military  spouses  and  am 
proud  to  stand  with  them. 


Leading  Annual  Mother’s  Day  Trip  to  Afghanistan 


Speaking  with  our  troops  after  delivering  Mother’s  Day  cards. 


Every  year  around  Mother’s  Day,  I  lead  a  bipartisan  group  of  women  Members  of  Congress  to 
Afghanistan  to  visit  our  troops  and  the  Afghan  women  working  to  make  their  country  a  stable  and 
sustainable  democracy.  We  bring  Mother’s  Day  cards  made  by  San  Diego  students  to  the  military 
moms.  We  are  briefed  by  U.S.  Commanders  and  Afghan  leaders  on  the  progress  being  made. 
These  trips  are  always  a  privilege  to  thank  those  serving  America. 

Cosponsored  Legislation 

H.R.  864.  Wildlife  Conservation  and  Anti-Trafficking  Act,  which  would  support  wildlife 
conservation,  improve  anti-trafficking  enforcement,  and  provide  dedicated  funding  at  no  expense 
to  taxpayers.  The  bill  would  use  revenue  generated  from  fines  for  violations  of  several 
conservation  laws  to  fund  anti-trafficking  enforcement  and  rewards  to  whistleblowers  who  give 
information  leading  to  arrests  or  criminal  convictions. 

H.R.  1327.  Never  Forget  the  Heroes:  Permanent  Authorization  of  the  9/11  Victim  Compensation 
Fund,  which  would  fully  fund  the  9/11  Victim  Compensation  Fund  (VCF)  and  reverse  cuts  while 
also  extending  the  fund’s  life.  The  VCF  is  running  out  of  money  and  is  now  making  severe  cuts  to 
payouts  to  sick  and  injured  9/1 1  responders  and  survivors.  It  is  also  set  to  expire  next  year. 

H.R.  2708.  Disarm  Hate  Act  of  2019,  which  would  prohibit  the  buying  or  possession  of  guns  for 
individuals  who  have  been  convicted  of  a  misdemeanor-level  hate  crime,  or  received  an  enhanced 
sentence  for  a  misdemeanor  crime  after  a  judicial  finding  that  they  acted  with  hate  or  bias 
motivation.

As  members  of  our  Jewish  community  in  San  Diego  observed  the  final  day  of  Passover,  a  1 9- 
year-old  armed  with  an  assault  weapon  stormed  into  the  Chabad  of  Poway  synagogue  shouting 
anti-Semitic  slurs,  shooting  and  killing  beloved  community  member  Lori  Gilbert-Kaye  and  leaving 
three  more  people  injured.  The  date  marked  six  months  since  the  tragedy  at  the  Tree  of  Life 
synagogue  in  Pittsburgh.  Acts  like  these  remind  us  of  the  hate,  bigotry,  and  intolerance  that  we 
continue  to  face  today.  Hate  and  violence  have  no  place  in  society.  We  need  to  say  never  again 
and  act. 

I  spoke  on  the  House  floor  to  honor  the  victims  of  the  shooting  and  stand  against  anti-Semitism 
and  hate  of  all  kinds.

As  Chair  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Higher  Education  and  Workforce  Investment,  I  chaired  a  Joint 
Congressional  Field  Hearing  entitled  “Protecting  Those  Who  Protect  US:  Ensuring  the  Success  of 
our  Student  Veterans.”  The  hearing  took  place  at  Grossmont  Community  College  and  was  also 
attended  by  Representatives  Mark  Takano  (CA),  Mike  Levin  (CA),  and  Susie  Lee  (NV).  Witness 
testimony  focused  on  how  we  can  better  protect  our  veteran  students  and  ensure  they  are 
receiving  quality  outcomes  when  using  their  Gl  Bill  and  other  educational  benefits.  In  Congress,  I 
am  committed  to  continuing  to  look  for  ways  to  better  support  the  educational  needs  of  veterans 
and  ensure  that  predatory  universities  and  colleges  are  unable  to  rob  service  members  of  their 
much-deserved  and  hard-earned  benefits.

Democratic  Assemblywoman  Lorena  Gonzalez  Fletcher  called  on  labor  leader 
Mickey  Kasparian  to  resign  Friday,  but  only  from  his  position  on  county’s  Democratic 
Party  central  committee  and  other  community  boards. 

“I  believe  In  due  process,”  Gonzalez  Fletcher  wrote  on  Facebook,  “but  I  am  disturbed 
that  a  string  of  Latina  women  from  my  district  have  felt  so  threatened  by  one  person. 
Ultimately,  it  is  up  to  the  members  of  [United  Food  and  Commercial  Workers  Local 
135]  whether  to  retain  him  as  their  leader.” 

Stepping  down  from  the  party  structure,  she  said,  would  “ensure  no  [women]  feel 
unsafe  during  the  litigation  of  these  accusations.” 

Earlier  in  the  week,  Melody  Godinez,  a  labor  activist,  filed  a  lawsuit  against 
Kasparian  alleging  that  he’d  groped  and  harassed  her.  It  was  the  third  such  lawsuit 
in  about  a  year. 

Since  then,  other  former  employees  have  come  forward  to  say  Kasparian  polices  his 
staff  and  the  local  political  landscape  through  bullying  and  fear,  and  that  he  mistreats 
women  specifically. 

Kasparian  has  repeatedly  denied  the  accusations,  calling  them  “categorically  and 
completely  false”  in  a  statement. 

Gonzalez  Fletcher  and  Kasparian  used  to  work  together  on  the  San  Diego  Imperial 
Counties  Labor  Council,  the  local  affiliate  of  AFL-CIO,  a  coalition  of  unions.  Their 
sometimes  tense  relationship  got  worse  in  2013  when  Gonzalez  Fletcher  endorsed 
then  mayoral  candidate  Nathan  Fletcher,  now  her  husband. 

Kasparian  recruited  Councilman  David  Alvarez  to  run  against  Nathan  Fletcher, 
sinking  the  latter’s  mayoral  hopes  for  a  second  time.  But  Friday  Alvarez,  came  to 
Gonzalez  Fletcher’s  defense  Friday  on  social  media,  saying,  “Now  prepare  for  the 
wrath  of  Mickey.  I’ll  stand  with  you  when  he  retaliates,  because  he  will.” 

It  got  ugly  on  Twitter:  GOP  power  broker  Jason  Roe  also  jumped  into  the  fray, 
advising  Gonzalez  Fletcher  to  “focus  closer  to  home.”  She  asked  whether  he  was 
day  drinking.  “Or  just  getting  high  on  your  wife’s  weed?” 

Parents  on  Edge  About  Understaffed  Special 


Ed  Classrooms 


Parents  of  special  education  students  in  San  Diego  Unified  continue  to  speak  out 
that  their  children  are  unsafe  in  severely  understaffed  classrooms. 

A  mother  of  a  student  with  special  needs  at  Perry  Elementary  in  southeastern  San 
Diego  said  kids  in  her  child’s  classroom  have  been  injured,  one  wandered  out  of  the 
school  and  another  put  his  head  through  a  window.. 

The  stories  should  sound  familiar.  Last  month,  various  parents  told  officials  that, 
without  the  close  supervision  of  aides  and  other  special  education  staff,  children 
have  wandered  out  of  classrooms  and  eaten  things  like  rocks  and  paper  clips. 

Sacramento  Still  Wrestling  with  Sexual 
Harassment  Policies 

The  onslaught  of  sexual  harassment  allegations  in  recent  months  have  shown  many 
powerful  men  are  able  to  evade  accountability,  in  some  cases  for  decades,  because 
of  nondisclosure  agreements. 

In  the  political  world,  those  agreements  typically  provide  victims  with  (taxpayer) 
money  in  exchange  for  silence. 

As  such,  California  Senate  GOP  Leader  Patricia  Bates,  who  represents  part  of  North 
County,  is  calling  on  her  colleagues  to  re-evaluate  the  use  of  NDAs  and  allow  victims 
to  voluntarily  release  themselves  from  past  agreements. 

Senate  Pro  Tern  Kevin  de  Leon  announced  the  hiring  of  two  law  firms  to  handle 
sexual  harassment  investigations  into  Sens.  Tony  Mendoza  and  Bob  Hertzberg,  and 
all  such  future  probes  involving  Senate  employees. 

Also  in  this  week’s  Sacramento  Report,  all  four  of  the  GOP  lawmakers  in  the 
Assembly  are  urging  their  GOP  counterparts  in  DC  to  renew  a  health  care  program 
that  benefits  vulnerable  children  and  pregnant  women.  Congress  passed  a  short¬ 
term  extension  for  the  program  earlier  this  month,  but  as  year-end  federal  budget 
talks  continue  in  Washington,  the  program’s  future  remains  uncertain. 

VOSD  Podcast:  San  Diego  Out-San  Diego’d 
Itself 

There’s  a  leadership  vacuum  in  San  Diego,  something  that  was  made  painfully  clear 
this  week  when  nothing  was  decided  after  a  10-hour  City  Council  meeting  Tuesday 
that  was  supposed  to  provide  clarity  on  vacation  rentals. 


Councilman  Chris  Cate  later  released  a  scorching  statement  that  read,  in  part,  “We 
cannot  govern.” 

Also  on  this  week’s  podcast,  hosts  Sara  Libby  and  Andrew  Keatts  discuss  Tuesday’s 
epic  vacation  rental  regulation  failure.  Plus:  Ellen  Montanari  talks  about  the  regular 
protests  she  leads  outside  Rep.  Darrell  Issa’s  office. 

•  Issa  says  he’s  still  voting  no  on  the  Republicans’  tax  reform  bill. 

Cate  Pays  Fine,  But  Defends  His  Action 

Speaking  of  Cate.  The  U-T  reports  he  agreed  to  pay  a  $5,000  fine  to  a  local  ethics 
commission  for  passing  along  a  confidential  memo  last  year  to  developers,  but 

struck  a  defensive  tone  in  the  process. 

The  memo  dealt  with  real  estate  negotiations  and  potential  litigation  surrounding 
property  in  Mission  Valley,  where  competing  projects  have  been  proposed.  Cate  said 
he  should  be  entitled  to  seek  outside  information  as  a  policymaker. 

“While  the  city  attorney  did  not  introduce  the  Soccer  City  memo  in  closed  session,  it 
became  clear  she  did  intend  it  as  privileged  information,”  he  said  in  a  statement.  “I 
regret  breaking  her  confidence.”

•  One  of  the  20  temporary  licenses  issued  by  the  California  Bureau  of  Cannabis 

Control  went  to  a  Torrey  Holistics,  a  company  in  the  Sorrento  Valley 
neighborhood  of  San  Diego.  (Associated  Press) 

•  SANDAG’s  mission  is  to  help  ensure  San  Diego  County  meets  ambitious 
greenhouse  gas  reduction  goals,  and  the  new  board  chairman  savs  climate 
change  is  a  “debatable  issue.”  (KPBS) 

•  In  the  aftermath  of  the  Lilac  Fire  and  other  blazes,  the  state  public  utilities 
commission  passed  more  stringent  regulations  intended  to  reduce  the  risk  of 
wildfires.

5.  The  Learning  Curve:  Eight  of  the  State’s  Most  Segregated  Schools  Are  in  San 
Diego 

Eight  schools  in  San  Diego  Unified  make  the  list  of  the  most  racially  segregated 
schools  in  the  state.  But  there  hasn’t  exactly  been  a  critical  mass  of  parents  pushing 
for  more  integrated  schools.  More  often,  parents  who  aren’t  happy  with  their 
assigned  neighborhood  schools  speak  with  their  feet.  (Mario  Koran) 


Corrections 


Thursday’s  Learning  Curve  column  mischaracterized  an  inewsource/Hechinger 
Report  story  on  segregation  within  certain  community  college  classes.  That  report 
dealt  with  students  who  fail  to  make  it  through  a  remedial  course  sequence  within 
two  years,  not  necessarily  those  who  ultimately  fail  the  courses. 
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When  Chula  Vista  took  over  the  Olympic  Training  Center  from  the  U.S.  Olympic 
Committee,  city  leaders  saw  an  opportunity  to  get  a  developer  to  build  new  dorms  for 
the  center  for  free. 

In  exchange  for  covering  the  cost  of  the  dorms,  the  developer,  Newport  Beach- 
based  Baldwin  &  Sons,  could  check  off  a  big  chunk  of  its  affordable  housing 
requirements  related  to  a  housing  project  the  firm  is  building  at  Otay  Ranch  in  Chula 
Vista. 

The  deal  required  the  city  to  redefine  its  affordable  housing  rules,  essentially  letting 
the  developer  build  a  lot  less  affordable  housing  than  it  would  under  normal 
circumstances. 

In  the  beginning,  both  the  city  and  the  developer  thought  they  were  getting  a  good 
deal.  But  as  our  Ry  Rivard  reports,  things  haven’t  shaken  out  that  well  for  either 
party. 

A  state  agency  has  determined  the  dorms  don’t  count  towards  the  city’s  low-income 
housing  obligations,  and  the  project  ended  up  costing  the  developer  millions  more 
than  expected. 

The  Big  Push  for  Amazon  ...  Or  Whatever 

In  other  Chula  Vista  news:  Elected  leaders  there  would  be  happy  to  host  Amazon’s 
new  headquarters.  The  city  offered  the  corporate  giant  tax  breaks,  free  land  and 
other  incentives  to  lure  it  to  the  South  Bay. 

But  as  Voice  of  San  Diego’s  Jesse  Marx  explains,  city  officials  were  offering  all  of 
this  without  any  certainty  of  what  Amazon  might  actually  bring  in  exchange. 

The  offer,  though,  wasn’t  just  meant  for  the  eyes  of  Amazon.  It  is  part  of  a  decades- 
long  effort  to  brand  Chula  Vista  as  a  cool  place  for  tech  companies  and  other 
economic  growth  and  development. 

Sherman,  GOP,  Push  for  Change  to  Council 
President  Selection 

Still  stinging  from  losing  his  chairmanship  of  the  committee  that  is  grappling  with  the 
housing  crisis  on  San  Diego’s  City  Council,  Councilman  Scott  Sherman  is  leading  a 
push  to  have  the  City  Council  annually  rotate  the  job  of  president.  Right  now,  the 


president  is  selected  by  a  vote  of  the  Council. 

The  City  Council  presidency  can  be  a  very  powerful  position.  Not  only  does  the 
president  select  the  committee  chairs,  she  sets  the  agenda.  All  Council  members 
may  have  ideas  about  what  should  happen  in  the  city  but  without  the  president,  it’s 
hard  to  get  anything  heard. 

Other  agencies  like  the  county  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  school  district  rotate  the 
chairmanship  annually.  But  Sherman’s  idea  will  likely  not  advance  past  his  GOP 
colleagues.  It’s  just  the  latest  in  his  argument  that  things  have  reached  a  partisan  low 
point  after  a  series  of  setbacks  for  the  Republicans. 

The  Kasparian  Questions 

The  Union-Tribune’s  Joshua  Stewart  is  surveying  local  Dems,  asking  them  questions 
about  Mickey  Kasparian.  the  local  labor  leader  accused  by  two  women  of  sexual 
misconduct. 

Stewart  emailed  local  Democratic  leaders  a  series  of  yes-or-no  questions,  asking,  for 
example,  if  Kasparian  should  resign. 

Here’s  a  spreadsheet  with  the  responses  so  far.  But  on  Twitter,  Assemblywoman 
Lorena  Gonzalez  Fletcher  explained  why  she  wasn’t  down  with  answering  some  of 
the  questions  with  a  simple  yes  or  no. 

“As  someone  who  believes  in  worker  self-determination,”  she  Tweeted  in  part.  “I’d 
never  tell  a  union  what  to  do  with  their  leader.” 

Her  husband,  former  Assemblyman  Nathan  Fletcher,  responded  to  the  questions 
saying  Kasparian  should  resign. 

Trump,  the  Border  Artist 

From  the  moment  I  saw  the  border  wall  prototypes  go  up  in  Otay  Mesa,  I  thought, 
holy  cow,  these  look  like  giant,  striking  sculptures  by  a  conceptual  artist. 

I  imagined  a  time,  10  or  20  years  in  the  future,  when  people  would  visit  the  still¬ 
standing  prototypes  and  learn  about  a  very  distinct  era  when  it  comes  to  our  nation’s 
immigration  and  border  policies. 

Turns  out,  I’m  not  alone.  A  nonprofit  launched  an  online  petition  seeking  to  have  the 
eight  prototypes  designated  a  national  monument. 

One  of  the  artists  behind  the  nonprofit  told  The  New  York  Times  that  the  prototypes 
“need  to  be  preserved  because  they  can  signify  and  change  meaning  through  time. 


They  can  remind  people  there  was  the  idea  to  have  this  border  wall  once.”

Morning  Report:  Key  Encanto 
Project  Stalls

A  development  project  is  coming  to  an  eight  and  a  half  acre  lot  at  the  corner  of  Euclid

Civic  San  Diego  was  about  to  close  a  multi-million  dollar  deal  that  would  build  over 
100  low-income  homes  (and  a  new  brewpub  and  coffee  shop)  on  a  blighted  lot  in 
southeastern  San  Diego. 

But  one  of  the  last  steps  in  the  project’s  approval  process  was  stymied  Tuesday  by  a 
last-minute  conflict-of-interest  accusation. 

The  City  Council  was  set  Tuesday  to  finalize  the  project,  but  as  our  Andrew  Keatts 
reports,  a  letter  to  the  city  from  the  watchdog  group  San  Diegans  for  Open 
Government  spelled  out  the  allegation  that  Phil  Rath,  a  Civic  San  Diego  board 
member,  has  been  a  registered  lobbyist  on  behalf  of  the  nonprofit  developer  Affirmed 
Housing  Group  since  2013.  Civic  San  Diego  selected  Affirmed  Housing’s  proposal  to 
develop  the  city-owned  property  at  Hilltop  and  Euclid,  and  Rath  voted  in  favor  of  the 
decision. 

Rath  told  Keatts  he  had  a  financial  relationship  with  Affirmed  before  joining  the  Civic 
board,  so  there’s  no  conflict  of  interest. 

The  allegations  caused  Council  President  Myrtle  Cole  to  reschedule  the  hearing  for 
early  January. 

This  isn’t  the  first  time  people  have  complained  about  Civic  San  Diego’s  process 
behind  this  development.  Last  year,  I  talked  to  community  members  and  others  who 
thought  Civic  San  Diego’s  process  to  find  the  best  developer  should  have  included  a 
lot  more  public  input  since  it’s  such  a  crucial  project  for  the  Encanto  area. 

An  Architect’s  Early  Break 

Jennifer  Luce  was  just  23  years  old  when  she  won  a  big  international  competition  to 
design  the  Center  for  Innovative  Technology  in  Virginia.  She  was  just  two  months  out 
of  architecture  school.  More  than  500  firms  across  the  world  had  applied  to  the  same 
competition.  She  was  up  against  people  three  times  her  age,  with  decades  more 
experience.  And  yet,  the  jury  chose  Luce’s  design,  effectively  putting  her  in  charge  of 
a  multimillion-dollar  project. 

On  a  new  episode  of  I  Made  it  in  San  Diego,  Voice  of  San  Diego’s  podcast  about  the 
region’s  businesses  and  the  people  behind  them,  Luce  talks  about  that  unexpected 
break  early  in  her  career,  and  how  she  has  worked  to  keep  the  momentum  going 


ever  since. 


No  Investigations  of  22  Deaths 

In  a  closed  session  at  its  Tuesday  meeting,  the  Citizens  Law  Enforcement  Review 
Board  voted  to  dismiss  22  investigations  involving  people  who’ve  died  in  county 
detention  facilities  or  while  being  taken  into  custody.  (Union-Tribune) 

CLERB  is  the  group  tasked  with  investigating  in-custody  deaths  and  complaints 
against  county  law  enforcement. 

We  told  you  Monday  about  how  the  agency’s  staff  had  recommended  dismissing  the 
cases,  and  how  folks  like  Barbara  Attard,  who  heads  a  police  practices  consultancy 
firm,  called  the  decision  “a  mess.” 

“To  just  wholesale  close  cases,  I’ve  never  seen  an  agency  do  that,”  she  told  VOSD 
contributor  Kelly  Davis. 

The  Future  of  Farming:  Pot  or  Homes 

Farming  is  finished,  unless  those  who  do  it  can  figure  out  a  new  way  forward. 

Labor,  land  and  water  are  expensive  in  regions  like  San  Diego,  which  is  why  area 
farmers  are  looking  to  pivot  to  growing  something  new:  pot  or  housing. 

In  his  latest  North  County  Report,  VOSD  contributor  Ruarri  Serpa  looks  at  the 
growing  trend  in  farming  and  explains  a  future  in  which  new  housing  developments 
called  “agri-hoods”  could  include  medians  filled  with  kale  instead  of  grass.  Or  a  future 
where  farms  could  be  filled  solely  by  smokable  grass.

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Investors  and  entrepreneurs  see  green  when  they  look  at  California’s  growing 
marijuana  industry.  But  local  cities  and  counties  are  plugging  things  up  a  bit  as  they 
determine  the  regulations  for  marijuana  in  each  jurisdiction.  Voters  did  pass  a 
measure  to  legalize  marijuana  for  adult  use,  but  it’s  up  to  local  municipalities  to 
decide  where  dispensaries  and  other  related  businesses  are  allowed,  if  at  all. 

Last  year,  residents  in  La  Mesa  and  Lemon  Grove  voted  to  allow  medical  marijuana 
dispensaries  in  their  cities.  The  measures,  though,  prohibit  dispensaries  from  being 
too  close  to  places  like  schools,  churches,  public  parks  and  day  care  centers. 

As  it  turns  out,  in-home  day  cares  are  all  over  the  place,  which  can  make  it  hard  to 
find  property  where  medical  marijuana  is  allowed. 

In  my  latest,  I  look  at  how  the  issue  has  gotten  pot  entrepreneurs  in  La  Mesa  and 
Lemon  Grove  to  hit  the  pavement  and  start  knocking  on  day  care  center’s  doors  with 
offers  of  cash  and  other  deals  if  they  agree  to  move  or  shut  down,  clearing  the  way 
for  a  dispensary  to  open  up  nearby. 

Trust  in  SANDAG? 

SANDAG  used  a  faulty  economic  forecasting  model  and  overstated  by  billions  how 
much  it  would  bring  in  with  a  sales  tax  hike  it  floated  on  the  ballot  last  year. 

Voice  of  San  Diego  revealed  that,  and  other  big  problems  with  the  regional 
transportation  agency  through  a  series  of  stories  you  can  catch  up  on  here.  An 
independent  report  released  last  week  confirmed  VOSD’s  findings,  and  included  the 
troubling  news  that  SANDAG  executives  tried  to  hide  and  delete  documents  related 
to  the  forecasting  problem. 

So  how  will  the  beleaguered  public  agency  be  able  to  sway  voters  to  give  them 
money  for  transportation  projects  ever  again?  That’s  the  big  question  the  Union- 
Tribune’s  Joshua  Emerson  Smith  set  out  to  answer. 


The  story  also  includes  the  first  comments  from  SANDAG  former  Chief  Economist 


Marney  Cox,  who  was  featured  heavily  in  the  newly  released  investigative  report.  He 
blames  lower  level  staffers  for  the  initial  error  that  produced  numbers  he  has 
defended  until  now. 

Transparency  Concerns  Arise  as  County 
Starts  Affordable  Housing  Project 

A  few  months  ago,  the  San  Diego  County  Board  of  Supervisors  announced  its  $25 
million  initiative  to  spur  affordable  housing  development. 

Now,  as  the  Union-Tribune  reports,  there  are  questions  surrounding  one  of  the 
development  companies  that’s  become  a  pillar  of  the  program. 

The  U-T  reports  on  the  troubled  history  of  San  Diego  Kind  Corp..  which  has  been 
tasked  with  coming  up  with  a  cheaper  means  of  building  affordable  housing  for  the 
county. 

Settlement  in  DNA  Collection  From  Juveniles 
Case 

Last  year,  San  Diego  police  officers  stopped  a  group  of  boys  in  Logan  Heights.  They 
collected  DNA  swabs  from  all  of  the  boys,  a  practice  allowed  by  SDPD  policy  despite 
a  state  law  that  is  especially  protective  of  juveniles  and  seemingly  prevents  it. 

ACLU  of  San  Diego  and  Imperial  Counties  filed  a  lawsuit  challenging  that  department 
policy,  and  now  the  Reader’s  reporting  that  the  city  of  San  Diego  has  settled  the 
case. 

A  Long,  Daunting  Walk  to  End  Homelessness 

San  Diego’s  first-ever  walk  to  raise  money  to  help  end  homelessness  happened  over 
the  weekend.  (Union-Tribune) 

Hundreds  showed  up  to  raise  funds  for  homeless  service  provider  Father  Joe’s 
Villages. 

U-T  columnist  Fred  Dickey  took  a  close  look  at  the  city’s  growing  homelessness 
issue  and  spent  time  with  a  family  of  five  who  lives  in  their  1999  Ford  Explorer.

Those  who  are 
bilingual  receive  an  additional  $15  if  they  are  assigned  specifically  to  provide  language  assistance  to 
voters.  Poll  workers  must  be  registered  voters  in  California  or  must  be  permanent  residents  in  the  United 
States  and  have  transportation  to  their  assigned  polling  location.  They  will  also  need  access  to  the 
internet  to  complete  an  online  training  and  attend  a  two-hour  class. 

The  Registrar's  office  is  required  by  federal  law  to  provide  bilingual  speakers  and  voting  materials  to 
voters  who  speak  Spanish,  Filipino,  Vietnamese  and  Chinese.  A  survey  by  the  University  of  California, 


Berkeley  showed  a  need  for  speakers  of  Arabic  and  Korean  at  about  90  precincts  so  the  Registrar's  office 
is  also  recruiting  poll  workers  bilingual  in  those  languages  for  the  Nov.  6  election.  If  you  are  bilingual  in 
any  one  of  the  six  specific  languages,  the  Registrar  asks  for  your  help  in  the  election.  Prospective  poll 
workers  can  apply  online  at  sdvote.com.

Progress  Report 


Construction  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project  in  South 
County  continues  to  move  forward.  After 
reconstructing  the  median  along  East  Palomar  Street 
between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Santa  Flora  Road  in 
Chula  Vista  to  accommodate  the  dedicated  transit 
guideway,  crews  planted  Mexican  fan  palm  trees. 
Installation  of  underground  storm  water  structures  was 
also  completed  along  the  shoulder  of  East  Palomar 
Street  between  La  Media  Road  and  Santa  Alicia 
Avenue.  The  Mexican  fan  palm  trees,  vegetation,  and 
underground  storm  water  structures  are  part  of  the 
South  Bay  Rapid  project’s  water-efficient  landscaping 
and  stormwater  management  features. 

Further  east,  crews  continue  to  work  on  the  foundation 
for  the  guideway  bridge  over  State  Route  125  (SR  125) 
and  have  nearly  completed  construction  of  one  of  the 
support  columns  in  the  median  of  SR  125  between 
Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road.  To  reduce  noise  and 
dust  for  residents  near  the  guideway  bridge 
construction,  sound  blanket  installation  was  recently 
completed  between  Magdalena  Avenue  and  SR  125. 
Additionally,  crews  continue  to  work  near  the  Otay 
Ranch  Town  Center  on  utility  improvements  and 
removal  of  vegetation  to  prepare  for  construction  of 
the  dedicated  transit  guideway.

What's  Next

Over  the  past  two  months,  construction  crews 
have  made  significant  progress  on  the  South 
Bay  Rapid  project  in  South  County.  In 
December,  crews  completed  installation  of  new 
utility  lines  and  continued  paving  the  new 
transit  lanes  for  the  portion  of  the  dedicated 
transit  guideway  between  Heritage  Road  and 
Magdalena  Avenue  along  East  Palomar  Street.

In 
January,  crews  began  preliminary  utility 
exploration  along  Town  Center  Drive  and 
Eastlake  Parkway  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town 
Center.

An  elevated  transit  guideway  bridge  is  being 
constructed  over  a  portion  of  the  transit  corridor 
between  Magdalena  Avenue  and  Town  Center  Drive, 
traversing  SR  125.

Though  Californians  voted  to  legalize  recreational  marijuana,  there  won’t  be  one 
blanket  set  of  rules  for  the  whole  state. 

Instead,  each  individual  city  and  town  will  create  its  own  rules  for  what  types  of  pot- 
related  businesses  are  allowed  -  or  whether  they’re  allowed  at  all. 

VOSD’s  Jesse  Marx  checked  in  on  the  efforts  to  create  regulations  in  cities  across 
San  Diego  County. 

In  many  places,  a  group  of  pot  industry  supporters  is  trying  to  force  city  officials’ 
hands  by  placing  measures  onto  local  ballots  that  would  create  regulations  for  them. 

Though  the  new  state  law  allows  pot  business  licensing  to  move  forward  starting 
Jan.  1,  for  most  cities,  the  process  of  hashing  out  rules  will  keep  going  throughout 
2018. 

Kasparian  Steps  Down  From  Dem  Committee 

Labor  leader  Mickey  Kasparian,  who’s  been  accused  by  at  least  three  women  of 
sexual  harassment,  abuse  and  other  improper  behavior,  has  left  the  local 
Democratic  Party’s  Central  Committee,  the  Union-Tribune  reported  Wednesday. 

Assemblywoman  Lorena  Gonzalez-Fletcher,  herself  a  former  labor  leader,  called  for 
Kasparian  to  leave  the  committee  in  a  Facebook  post  Friday,  but  stopped  short  of 
saying  Kasparian  should  resign  as  president  of  the  United  Food  and  Commercial 
Workers  Local  135. 

“Ultimately,  it  is  up  to  the  members  of  UFCW  whether  to  retain  him  as  their  leader,” 
she  wrote. 

Kasparian  remains  in  that  post. 

Kasparian  didn’t  mention  the  allegations  against  him  in  his  resignation  letter,  Times 
of  San  Diego  reports.  He  cited  “an  extremely  busy  year  at  UFCW  Local  135,”  as  the 
explanation  for  his  departure. 


SANDAG  Chair  Still  Feeling  the  Heat  Over 
Climate  Remarks 


Del  Mar  City  Councilman  Terry  Sinnott  raised  eyebrows  across  San  Diego  when  he 
told  KPBS  late  last  week  that  climate  change  was  a  “debatable  issue”  just  after  being 
elected  as  the  new  chairman  of  SANDAG,  the  regional  planning  agency  whose 
future  in  large  part  will  involve  reducing  the  region’s  greenhouse  gas  emissions. 

Sinnott  has  walked  those  comments  back  and  said  he  believe  climate  change  is  real 
and  that  humans  contribute  to  it.  Ruarri  Serpa  has  the  rundown  of  the  whole  strange 
ordeal  in  this  week’s  North  County  Report.

Otay  Project  Moving  Forward  After  Methane 
Scare 

The  Otay  Water  District  is  prepared  to  issue  water  meters  to  a  housing  development 
in  Chula  Vista  after  being  assured  potentially  dangerous  gases  found  in  the  soil  will 
not  damage  the  district’s  water  lines. 

For  several  weeks,  Otay  had  been  refusing  to  issue  meters  to  the  Village  of  Escava. 

Some  homebuyers  backed  out  of  their  deals  altogether  after  methane  and  other 
gases  were  discovered  in  the  soil. 

On  Wednesday,  the  water  district  and  the  project’s  developer,  Carlsbad-based 
HomeFed,  said  they’d  worked  through  the  water  district’s  worries.  A  HomeFed 
consultant  said  the  gases  would  not  harm  water  lines.  Otay’s  own  consultant  agreed. 

“We  feel  comfortable  moving  on,”  said  Otay  spokeswoman  Tenille  Otero. 

To  address  all  of  Otay’s  concerns,  HomeFed  is  assuming  responsibility  for  certain 
valves  if  there  are  problems  with  them  that  a  manufacturer’s  warranty  doesn’t  cover, 
Otero  said.  HomeFed  still  has  to  do  routine  water  quality  tests  before  it’s  all  clear  to 
move  people  in,  but  those  results  should  be  back  in  a  matter  of  days.  The  developer 
and  its  consultants  are  investigating  a  variety  of  possible  sources  for  the  gases, 
including  the  nearby  Otay  Landfill.

Following  the  exciting  full-service  launch  of  South  Bay  Rapid  in  January,  crews 


continue  to  work  on  completing  the  final  segment  of  the  new  route.  While  the 
month  of  February  posed  some  challenges  due  to  wet  weather,  crews  focused 
their  efforts  on  sidewalk  and  curb  ramp  improvements,  as  well  as  the  ongoing 
construction  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  on  East  Palomar  Street,  between 
Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera.

West  of  Heritage  Road,  crews  worked  to  build  the  foundation  of  the  future 
transit  guideway  in  the  center  median  on  East  Palomar  Street.  Work  included 
the  excavation  and  removal  of  unsuitable  soil  to  prepare  the  structural  section 


of  the  guideway.  The  soil  was  replaced  with  crushed  rock  aggregate  which  will 
function  as  a  stable  base  for  additional  supportive  layers,  including  asphalt.

As  part  of  the  construction  of  the  new  guideway,  crews  worked  on  sidewalk  and 
curb  ramp  improvements  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Paseo  Ladera  and  East 
Palomar  Street.  They  removed  the  existing  curb  and  poured  new  concrete  to 
form  a  more  pedestrian-friendly  curb  ramp.  Following  this  work,  crews 
performed  street  paving  operations  to  restore  the  adjacent  roadway.  During  this 
time,  a  pedestrian  detour  was  in  place  for  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public.

In  addition  to  the  structural  work,  crews  worked  on  electrical  improvements 
along  the  transit  guideway,  including  the  installation  of  a  conduit  that  will  bring 
power  to  the  newly  installed  light  poles. 
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New  pedestrian  directional  signs  were  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Oleander 
Avenue  and  East  Palomar  Street. 


In  mid-January,  crews  were  able  to  activate  the  new  traffic  signals  further  west, 
at  the  intersection  of  Oleander  Avenue  and  East  Palomar  Street.  The 
improvements  at  this  intersection  were  further  complemented  by  the  recent 
installation  of  new  directional  signage  at  the  newly  constructed  intersection. 
Nearby  residents  and  organizations,  such  as  the  Boys  and  Girls  Club  and  Park 
View  Elementary  School,  are  able  to  enjoy  these  new  traffic,  pedestrian,  and 
safety  improvements  when  traveling  to  their  destinations. 


What's  Next 


Throughout  the  month  of  March,  the  traveling  public  can  expect  periodic  lane 
and  intersection  closures  along  East  Palomar  Street,  west  of  Heritage  Road,  as 
Rapid  crews  continue  to  work  on  the  construction  of  the  dedicated  transit 
guideway.  Traffic  control  equipment  will  be  in  place  for  the  next  several  months 
to  accommodate  this  work.  Motorists  are  encouraged  to  consider  an  alternate 
route  during  peak  travel  times,  as  increased  traffic  and  delays  can  be  expected. 

Crews  also  will  work  on  complementary  projects  around  the  construction  of  the 
guideway,  including  continued  curb  and  sidewalk  improvements  at  the 
northwest  corner  of  Paseo  Ladera,  irrigation  improvements,  and  ongoing 
electrical  work.

The  South  Bay  Rapid  project  is  a  $139  million  effort  to  provide  travelers  with  a 
new,  frequent,  and  reliable  transit  choice.  The  26-mile  Rapid  route  runs 
between  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry  and  Downtown  San  Diego  via  a  dedicated 
transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  and  Eastlake  Parkway  in  Chula 
Vista.

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Progress  Report 


As  2018  came  to  a  close,  crews  in  South  San  Diego  County  continued  to  work 


along  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route  in  preparation  for  the  full  service  launch  on 
Sunday,  January  27,  2019.  The  past  year  saw  major  milestones  reached  for  the 
first  Rapid  transit  line  in  South  San  Diego  County. 

As  one  of  the  biggest  undertakings  along  the  26-mile  South  Bay  Rapid  route, 
the  reconfiguration  of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Interstate  805  (1-805)  and 
Heritage  Road  is  under  way  to  accommodate  the  new  dedicated  transit 
guideway  in  the  center  median.  Crews  have  been  hard  at  work  throughout  the 
year  to  prepare  the  area  for  this  critical  element  of  the  project,  which  included 
relocating  several  utility  lines,  installing  new  irrigation  systems,  and  making 
sidewalk  improvements. 


Crews  perform  paving  improvements  along  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  at  East 
Palomar  Street  and  Paseo  Ladera. 


Work  in  this  area  is  expected  to  continue  through  spring  2019.  Travelers  are 
encouraged  to  give  themselves  more  time  and  anticipate  possible  traffic  delays 
or  consider  taking  an  alternate  route  to  reach  their  destinations.  More 
information  is  available  here. 

South  of  Olympic  Parkway,  crews  completed  the  construction  of  the  dedicated 
transit  guideway  bridge  -  an  elevated  bridge  that  has  been  built  over  a  portion 
of  the  transit  corridor  between  Magdalena  Avenue  and  Town  Center  Drive.  The 
transit  guideway  bridge  will  allow  Rapid  buses  to  cross  the  South  Bay 
Expressway  (State  Route  125)  while  maintaining  high-frequency,  limited-stop 
service.  The  guideway  bridge  also  includes  a  raised  sidewalk  that  will  be 
accessible  to  pedestrians  and  bicyclists  opting  for  more  active  forms  of 
transportation. 


With  the  full  service  launch  of  South  Bay  Rapid  around  the  corner,  crews  are 
working  diligently  in  anticipation  of  South  Bay  Rapid’s  opening  day  on  Sunday, 
January  27.  Currently,  crews  are  putting  the  finishing  touches  on  the  new  Santa 
Venetia  and  Otay  Ranch  Rapid  stations  and  are  expected  to  wrap  up  their  work 
in  this  area  by  mid-January. 

Along  the  southern  portion  of  the  route,  crews  spent  the  year  completing  the 
Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center.  Located  near  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry,  the 
transit  center  will  serve  as  a  welcoming  gateway  between  the  United  States 
and  Mexico  while  providing  travelers  with  amenities  such  as  ticket  vending 


machines,  a  concession  stand,  and  real-time  next  bus  arrival  signs.  In  addition, 
dedicated  transit  access  lanes  for  Rapid  and  local  buses  were  constructed  to 
improve  traffic  flow  and  facilitate  the  movement  of  goods  and  people  at  the 
border  crossing  and  in  the  surrounding  community.

What's  Next 


In  the  coming  weeks,  the  project  team  will  focus  on  preparing  the  entire  South 


Bay  Rapid  route  for  the  full  service  launch  on  Sunday,  January  27,  2019. 


Motorists  and  pedestrians  can  expect  to  see  MTS  Rapid  buses  traveling  the  length  of 
the  route  to  test  the  traffic  signal  priority  technology  in  advance  of  the  full  service 
launch  scheduled  for  Sunday,  January  27.  Testing  will  involve  use  of  a  "not  in 
service"  MTS  bus,  so  nearby  travelers  and  residents  may  see  a  bus  operating  in  the 
guideway  and  the  transit  guideway  bridge  from  time  to  time.  Motorists  should  expect 
intermittent  flagging  at  various  intersections  along  East  Palomar  Street  as  the  bus 
makes  its  way  in  and  out  of  the  transit  guideway  during  the  testing.  Please  note, 
pedestrians  need  to  adhere  to  designated  sidewalks,  exercise  caution, 
and  refrain  from  entering  the  guidewav  at  all  times. 


To  the  west,  crews  will  continue  to  work  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  I- 
805  and  Heritage  Road.  Traffic  control  equipment  will  remain  in  place  during 
the  next  several  months  to  accommodate  this  work.  Motorists  are  encouraged 
to  consider  an  alternate  route  during  peak  travel  times,  as  traffic  and  delays  can 
be  expected.

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Progress  Report 


Throughout  the  holiday  season,  crews  in  South  San  Diego  County  will  continue 


work  along  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route.  Construction  of  the  project  is  entering  its 
final  phase,  and  South  Bay  Rapid  is  on  track  to  expand  from  its  current,  limited 
service  (between  the  East  Palomar  Transit  Station  and  Downtown  San  Diego) 
to  full  service  (between  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry  and  Downtown  San  Diego) 
in  early  2019. 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route,  crews  began 
performing  roadway  improvements  for  the  construction  of  the  new  dedicated 
transit  guideway  in  the  median  of  East  Palomar  Street.  To  accommodate  the 
work,  traffic  control  equipment  was  installed  between  Paseo  Ladera  and 
Heritage  Road,  resulting  in  reduced  lane  widths,  lane  closures,  and  restricted 
turn  lanes.  Work  in  this  area  will  continue  through  spring  2019.  Travelers  are 
encouraged  to  give  themselves  more  time  and  anticipate  possible  traffic 
delays  or  consider  taking  an  alternate  route  to  reach  their  destinations.

Crews  begin  construction  on  the  new  South  Bay  Rapid  dedicated  transit  guideway

In  addition  to  roadway  improvements,  crews  worked  on  relocating  utilities, 
completing  new  accessible  curb  ramps,  and  landscaping  and  irrigation 
improvements  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Brashear  Place  and  Santa 
Olivia  Road.  Crews  also  continued  installing  the  infrastructure  for  a  new  storm 
drain  system  on  East  Palomar  Street  near  Heritage  Road. 
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Crews  continue  work  on  storm  drain  infrastructure  west  of  Heritage  Road. 


South  of  Olympic  Parkway,  crews  performed  landscaping  work,  including 
planting  Mexican  fan  palms  along  East  Palomar  Street  towards  Magdalena 
Avenue. 

Further  east  at  Santa  Venetia  Station,  traffic  improvements  were  completed, 
including  the  installation  and  commissioning  of  new  traffic  signals.  Crews  also 
worked  on  final  electrical  infrastructure  and  installed  the  gate  arms  at  the  new 
dedicated  transit  guideway  bridge.  The  gate  arms  are  in  place  to  improve  the 
safety  and  traffic  flow  of  the  single  lane  transit  bridge.  Additionally,  crews 
performed  final  landscaping  improvements  underneath  the  bridge. 
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Crews  plant  Mexican  fan  palms  and  perform  landscaping  improvements  on  East 
Palomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Magdalena  Avenue. 


Across  State  Route  125  (SR  125),  crews  worked  on  curb  improvements  and 
installed  new  shrubs  and  trees  along  Town  Center  Drive.  Crews  also  continued 
landscaping  work  near  Birch  Road. 

At  Otay  Ranch  Station,  crews  worked  on  landscaping  and  construction  of  the 
station  furnishings,  which  included  installing  decorative  railing  along  the 
platform  and  glass  roof  panels  on  the  bus  passenger  shelters. 
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Bus  shelters  along  the  station  platform  of  the  Otay  Ranch  Station 
were  completed  in  November. 


At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  made  tremendous  progress  as  they 
neared  completion  on  the  transit  center,  installed  station  light  poles,  and 
conducted  extensive  landscaping.  Crews  also  completed  finishing  touches  on 
the  irrigation  system  for  the  transit  center  and  installed  directional  signage  and 
traffic  signals  along  Siempre  Viva  Road,  as  well  as  striping  the  pavement  at  the 
transit  center.

What's  Next 

In  December,  progress  will  continue  all  along  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route,  in 
preparation  for  the  early  2019  launch  of  full  service. 

To  the  west,  crews  will  continue  performing  stormwater  improvements,  pathway 
paving,  and  guideway  construction  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Paseo 
Ladera  and  Heritage  Road.  Traffic  control  equipment  will  continue  to  be  in 
place  during  the  next  several  months  to  accommodate  this  work.  Motorists  are 
encouraged  to  consider  an  alternate  route  during  peak  travel  times,  as  traffic 
and  delays  can  be  expected. 


On  Magdalena  Avenue,  crews  will  perform  final  improvements,  including 
roadway  striping  and  installation  of  new  directional  signs. 

East  of  State  Route  125  along  Town  Center  Drive,  final  construction  activities 
also  will  get  underway,  such  as  striping  and  installation  of  signage, 
landscaping,  irrigation,  and  pedestrian  improvements. 

At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  will  continue  to  work  on  pedestrian 
improvements  and  sign  installation.  Crews  also  will  complete  final  electrical 
improvements  to  help  power  the  communications  systems  at  the  transit  center.

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Progress  Report 


As  the  fall  season  settles  in,  crews  in  the  South  Bay  are  hard  at  work  along  the 


future  South  Bay  Rapid  route.  Construction  work  will  remain  steady  through  the 
duration  of  the  project  in  anticipation  of  the  full  service  launch  in  early  2019. 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route,  crews  continued  work 
on  several  improvements  on  East  Palomar  Street  west  of  Heritage  Road.  In 
addition  to  ongoing  irrigation  and  sidewalk  improvements,  crews  paved  the 
widened  westbound  travel  lanes  along  westbound  East  Palomar  Street, 
between  Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera,  to  accommodate  the  new 
dedicated  transit  guideway  that  will  traverse  through  the  center  of  the  road. 

Revisions  to  the  traffic  control  equipment  were  made  between  Heritage  Road 
and  Santa  Olivia/Santa  Carina  roads,  in  both  the  westbound  and  eastbound 
directions,  in  anticipation  of  the  construction  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway. 
Work  on  the  transit  guideway  will  continue  through  the  remainder  of  the  project. 
The  traveling  public  should  expect  increased  traffic  and  delays  during  peak 
travel  times. 


Further  east  at  Santa  Venetia  Station,  crews  continued  trenching  operations 
along  East  Palomar  Street  between  View  Park  Way  and  Magdalena  Avenue. 
This  work  is  needed  to  allow  crews  to  install  electrical  lines  that  will  power  the 
new  station  and  traffic  signals.  Periodic  traffic  detours  and  parking  restrictions 
have  been  in  place  as  crews  are  working  diligently  to  complete  all  necessary 
requirements  to  ensure  future  operations  at  Santa  Venetia  Station  are  ready  for 
Rapid  riders. 

Directly  east  of  Santa  Venetia  Station,  Rapid  crews  continued  work  on  the 
transit  guideway  bridge  that  traverses  State  Route  125  (SR  125).  Crews 
installed  new  gate  arms,  applied  anti-graffiti  coating,  and  added  barrier  lighting 
along  the  interior  of  the  bridge.  Additionally,  crews  worked  on  improvements  to 


the  privacy  walls  adjacent  to  the  guideway  bridge. 
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Crews  apply  anti-graffiti  coating  to  the  guideway  bridge  near  Magdalena  Avenue. 


East  of  SR  125,  crews  made  continued  progress  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Station. 
Crews  installed  new  decorative  rocks  to  enhance  the  landscaping  architecture 
along  Eastlake  Parkway.  Additionally,  crews  continued  to  install  platform 
furnishings,  including  new  trash  containers  and  benches,  at  the  future  station. 
Landscaping  will  continue  in  the  coming  months  as  the  crews  prepare  the  soil 
and  irrigation  connections  to  host  the  plants  to  ensure  proper  growth. 

The  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  at  the  south  end  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route, 
underwent  a  transformation  this  month  as  crews  made  tremendous  progress  on 
construction  and  landscaping  operations.  This  work  included  installation  of 


platform  furnishings  and  monument  signs.  Crews  also  installed  directional 
signage  and  pedestrian  handrails  throughout  the  transit  center.  Along  Siempre 
Viva  Road,  crews  installed  permanent  striping  and  signage. 
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Crews  work  on  landscaping  improvements  at  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center. 


What's  Next 

In  November,  crews  will  focus  on  completing  various  improvements  throughout 
the  South  Bay  Rapid  project  area. 

Near  the  western  limits,  crews  will  continue  working  on  East  Palomar  Street  to 
accommodate  construction  of  the  new  transit  guideway  west  of  Heritage  Road. 


Traffic  control  equipment  will  continue  to  be  in  place  during  the  next  several 
months  to  accommodate  this  work.  Motorists  are  encouraged  to  consider  an 
alternate  route  during  peak  travel  times,  as  traffic  and  delays  can  be  expected. 

East  of  Olympic  Parkway,  Rapid  crews  will  complete  final  pavement 
improvement  operations  on  East  Palomar  Street  and  continue  to  work  on  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway  bridge  and  landscaping  improvements  in  the  area. 
Near  Eastlake  Parkway,  the  project  team  and  MTS  will  use  an  MTS  Rapid  bus 
in  the  transit  guideway  as  a  test  vehicle  to  assess  turning  radius  and  signal 
operations. 

At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  will  install  station  lighting  and  MTS 
signage  on  the  platform.  Crews  also  will  focus  their  efforts  on  installing 
communication  and  electrical  wiring  needed  to  power  the  transit  center.

Palomar  Street  para  permitir  la  construccion  del  nuevo  carril  gufa  para  el 
transporte  publico  al  este  de  Heritage  Road.  El  equipo  para  el  control  del  trafico 
seguira  donde  esta  durante  los  proximos  meses  para  facilitar  estos  trabajos. 
Exhortamos  a  los  conductores  a  que  consideren  tomar  rutas  alternas  durante 
las  horas  pico  ya  que  se  espera  un  aumento  y  demoras  en  el  trafico. 


Al  este  de  Olympic  Parkway,  las  cuadrillas  del  Rapid  terminaron  las 
operaciones  de  pavimentacion  en  East  Palomar  Street  y  seguiran  trabajando 
en  el  puente  del  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico  y  en  mejoras  en 
las  areas  verdes.  Cerca  de  Eastlake  Parkway,  el  equipo  del  proyecto  y  MTS 
utilizaran  un  autobus  de  MTS  Rapid  en  el  carril  guia  para  el  transporte  publico 
como  vehiculo  de  prueba  para  evaluar  el  radio  de  giro  y  la  operacion  de  las 
senales. 

En  el  Centro  de  Transporte  de  Otay  Mesa  las  cuadrillas  estaran  instalando  el 
alumbrado  en  la  estacion  y  senales  de  MTS  en  la  plataforma.  Las  cuadrillas 
tambien  concentraran  sus  esfuerzos  en  la  instalacion  de  cableado  electrico  y 
de  comunicaciones  necesario  para  las  operaciones  de  la  estacion.

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Progress  Report 


South  Bay  Rapid  construction  continued  to  move  forward,  as  crews  completed 


several  projects  along  each  segment  of  the  route.  While  crews  work  to 
complete  construction,  preparations  have  begun  to  launch  transit  service  along 
a  portion  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route  starting  in  September.  This  limited 
service  will  operate  between  East  Palomar  Street  Transit  Station  in  Chula  Vista 
and  stations  in  Downtown  San  Diego.  Check  out  the  What’s  Next  section  below 
for  more  details. 


Throughout  the  month  of  July,  crews  worked  on  completing  sidewalk  and 
irrigation  improvements  along  East  Palomar  Street.  Crews  demolished  the 
existing  curb  and  sidewalk  at  the  southwest,  southeast,  northwest  and 
northeast  corners  of  Oleander  Avenue  and  the  northeast  corner  of  Santa  Maria 


Drive  in  preparation  for  the  installation  of  new  curb  ramps  and  sidewalks. 

Crews  also  completed  a  number  of  other  infrastructure  improvements  along 
East  Palomar  Street.  Between  Santa  Maria  Drive  and  Heritage  Road,  crews 
installed  the  drainage  system  for  a  newly  completed  retaining  wall.  At  Medical 
Center  Court,  crews  poured  and  formed  the  concrete  foundations  for  new  traffic 
signal  poles.  Additionally,  crews  performed  signal,  street  lighting,  storm 
drainage,  and  irrigation  improvements  all  along  the  project  alignment. 

Near  Hedenkamp  Elementary  School,  crews  completed  installation  of  three 
stormwater  infiltration  basins  and  performed  associated  sidewalk 
improvements. 


Crews  place  reinforced  steel  to  construct  the  eastbound  bus  transit  lane  at  Santa  Venetia  Station. 


Further  east,  at  the  intersection  of  East  Palomar  Street  and  Magdalena 
Avenue,  crews  continued  to  work  on  the  future  Santa  Venetia  Rapid  Station. 
Along  the  new  platform,  crews  reinforced  the  low-profile  barrier  footing  and 
poured  and  finished  concrete  pavement.  Progress  also  continued  on  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway  bridge  as  crews  completed  the  final  stages  of 
structural  work,  including  preparing  the  pedestrian  sidewalk  that  will  travel 
across  the  transit  guideway  bridge  and  constructing  new  curbs. 
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Crews  plant  new  drought-tolerant  trees  along  Eastlake  Parkway. 


Across  State  Route  125  (SR  125)  at  the  Otay  Ranch  Station,  crews  performed 
landscaping  improvements  and  began  planting  new  trees  along  Eastlake 
Parkway.  Adjacent  to  Eastlake  Parkway,  crews  poured  and  formed  the  new 
sidewalk  at  Town  Center  Drive  that  will  lead  to  nearby  Otay  Ranch  Mall. 
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Overhead  image  of  the  newly  installed  rock  blanket  near  eastbound  State  Route  905. 


Further  south,  at  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  continued  to  make 
headway  on  sidewalk,  pavement,  structural,  and  utility  improvements.  Crews 
lined  the  dedicated  transit  guideway,  adjacent  to  the  eastbound  State  Route 
905  (SR  905)  on-ramp,  with  a  rock  blanket  between  the  concrete  barrier  and 
retaining  wall.  A  rock  blanket  is  made  up  of  rock  cobbles  set  in  concrete  and 
laid  over  the  surface  of  the  ground  for  aesthetic  and  functional  purposes,  such 
as  weed  suppression  and  storm  water  pollution  prevention.  Additionally,  crews 
constructed  a  pedestrian  curb  ramp  and  installed  a  new  traffic  signal  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  Siempre  Viva  Road  and  the  eastbound  SR  905  on- 
ramp. 

Crews  also  made  progress  on  the  construction  of  the  dedicated  transit 


guideway  and  parking  lot  located  near  Nicola  Tesla  Court.  Crews  constructed 
the  concrete  pavement  and  installed  irrigation  lines  at  the  future  transit  center. 
Additionally,  electrical  and  communication  conduits  were  installed  to  facilitate 
transit  center  communications  once  operational. 
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Crews  pour  pavement  to  construct  the  new  dedicated  transit  guideway  at  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit 
Center. 


What's  Next 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  route,  crews  will  complete  sidewalk 
improvements  along  the  north  side  of  East  Palomar  Street.  Throughout  the 
month  of  August,  crews  will  continue  to  work  on  traffic  control,  irrigation,  and 


landscaping  improvements. 


Between  Olympic  Parkway  and  SR  125,  crews  will  construct  new  retaining 
walls  and  work  on  sidewalk  improvements  along  the  new  dedicated  transit 
guideway  bridge.  At  Santa  Venetia  Station,  crews  will  install  passenger  station 
lighting  and  continue  to  work  on  platform  improvements. 

At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  will  construct  the  platform,  sidewalk 
and  complete  the  remainder  of  the  bus  guideway  concrete  pavement.  At  Nicola 
Tesla  Court,  asphalt  paving  will  be  completed. 


Limited  Service  Route  Launches  in  September 

The  new  limited  service  route  will  launch  in  September  and  travel  between  the 
East  Palomar  Street  Transit  Station  at  Interstate  805  (1-805)  in  Chula  Vista  and 
Downtown  San  Diego.  Rapid  225  will  operate  on  weekdays  only  during  peak 
morning  and  evening  commute  times.  Morning  service  will  operate  between  5 
a.m.  and  8:30  a.m.,  departing  every  15-30  minutes  from  the  East  Palomar 
Street  Transit  Station  in  Chula  Vista  and  stopping  at  westbound  Rapid  stations 
on  Broadway  in  Downtown  San  Diego.  Service  will  terminate  at  the  America 
Plaza  Transit  Station.  Evening  service  will  operate  between  3  p.m.  and  6:30 
p.m.,  departing  approximately  every  15-30  minutes  from  the  Santa  Fe  Depot  in 
Downtown  San  Diego.  Evening  service  will  stop  at  the  eastbound  Rapid 
stations  on  Broadway  and  terminate  at  the  East  Palomar  Street  Transit  Station 
in  Chula  Vista.  During  limited  service,  the  estimated  travel  time  will  be 
approximately  25-30  minutes  during  peak  morning  commuting  hours,  and 
approximately  35-40  minutes  during  peak  evening  commuting  hours.  In  early 
2019,  South  Bay  Rapid  service  will  expand  to  full  service  and  operate  along  a 
26-mile  route  between  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  and  Downtown  San 
Diego.

Las 
cuadrillas  demolieron  las  banquetas  y  aceras  existentes  en  las  esquinas 
suroeste,  sureste,  noroeste  y  noreste  de  Oleander  Avenue  y  en  la  esquina 
noreste  de  Santa  Maria  Drive  como  preparation  para  la  instalacion  de  las 
nuevas  rampas,  banquetas  y  aceras. 

Las  cuadrillas  tambien  finalizaron  una  serie  de  mejoras  en  infraestructuras 
ubicadas  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street.  Entre  Santa  Maria  Drive  y  Heritage 
Road,  las  cuadrillas  instalaron  el  sistema  de  drenaje  de  un  muro  de  contencion 
construido  recientemente.  En  Medical  Center  Court,  las  cuadrillas  vertieron  y 
conformaron  los  cimientos  de  hormigon  de  los  nuevos  postes  de  las  senales  de 


trafico.  Las  cuadrillas  tambien  trabajaron  en  mejoras  en  los  semaforos, 
alumbrado,  drenajes  pluviales  y  el  sistema  de  irrigacion  a  lo  largo  de  la 
alineacion  del  proyecto. 

Cerca  de  la  Escuela  Primaria  Hedenkamp,  las  cuadrillas  terminaron  de  instalar 
tres  cuencas  de  infiltracion  de  aguas  pluviales  y  realizaron  mejoras  en  las 
banquetas  correspondientes. 
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Las  cuadrillas  instalan  refuerzos  de  acero  para  la  construction  del  carril  para  autobuses  en 
direction  este  en  la  Estacion  Santa  Venetia. 


Hacia  el  este,  en  la  interseccion  de  East  Palomar  Street  y  Magdalena  Avenue, 
las  cuadrillas  siguieron  trabajando  en  la  futura  Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Santa 
Venetia.  A  lo  largo  de  la  nueva  plataforma,  las  cuadrillas  reforzaron  la  base  de 


la  barrera  de  bajo  perfil,  vertieron  hormigon  y  terminaron  de  pavimentar.  Las 
cuadrillas  siguieron  progresando  en  el  puente  del  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el 
transporte  publico  y  completaron  las  etapas  finales  del  trabajo  estructural, 
incluyendo  la  preparation  de  la  vereda  peatonal  que  atravesara  el  puente  del 
carril  guia  y  la  construction  de  nuevas  banquetas. 
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Las  cuadrillas  plantaron  nuevos  arboles  resistentes  a  la  sequia  a  lo  largo  de  Eastlake  Parkway. 


Frente  a  la  Ruta  Estatal  125  (SR  125),  en  la  Estacion  de  Otay  Ranch,  las 
cuadrillas  trabajaron  en  mejoras  en  las  areas  verdes  y  comenzaron  a  plantar 
nuevos  arboles  a  lo  largo  de  Eastlake  Parkway.  Adyacente  a  Eastlake 
Parkway,  las  cuadrillas  vertieron  y  conformaron  la  nueva  banqueta  de  Town 
Center  Drive  que  conducira  al  cercano  Otay  Ranch  Mall. 
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Imagen  aerea  de  la  capa  de  roca  recien  instalada  cerca  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  905  en  direccion  este. 


Hacia  el  sur,  en  el  Centro  de  Transito  de  Otay  Mesa,  las  cuadrillas  siguieron 
avanzando  en  las  mejoras  en  las  banquetas,  pavimento,  estructuras  y  servicios 
publicos.  Las  cuadrillas  cubrieron  el  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte 
publico  adyacente  a  la  rampa  de  entrada  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  905  (SR  905)  con 
una  capa  de  roca  entre  la  barrera  de  hormigon  y  el  muro  de  contencion.  La 
capa  de  roca  esta  formada  por  adoquines  de  roca  montados  sobre  hormigon  e 
instalados  sobre  la  superficie  del  suelo  con  propositos  esteticos  y  funcionales, 
como  suprimir  malas  hierbas  y  evitar  la  contaminacion  de  las  aguas  pluviales. 
Las  cuadrillas  tambien  construyeron  una  rampa  peatonal  e  instalaron  una 
nueva  serial  de  trafico  en  la  esquina  suroeste  de  Siempre  Viva  Road  y  en  la 
rampa  de  entrada  de  la  SR  905  en  direccion  este. 


Ademas,  las  cuadrillas  avanzaron  en  la  construccion  del  carril  guia  exclusivo 
para  el  transporte  publico  y  del  estacionamiento  ubicado  cerca  de  Nicola  Tesla 
Court.  Las  cuadrillas  pavimentaron  e  instalaron  llneas  de  irrigacion  en  el  futuro 
centra  de  transito.  Tambien  instalaron  los  conductos  electricos  y  de  los 
sistemas  de  comunicacion  para  facilitar  las  comunicaciones  en  el  centra  de 
transito  cuando  comience  operaciones. 
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Las  cuadrillas  vierten  una  capa  gruesa  de  pavimento  para  la  construccion  del  nuevo  carril  guia 
exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico  en  el  Centro  de  Transito  de  Otay  Mesa. 


Proximos  pasos 

En  la  porcion  oeste  de  la  ruta,  las  cuadrillas  terminaran  de  trabajar  en  las 
mejoras  a  lo  largo  del  lado  norte  de  East  Palomar  Street.  Durante  el  mes  de 
agosto,  las  cuadrillas  seguiran  trabajando  en  mejoras  en  el  control  del  trafico, 


irrigacion  y  areas  verdes. 


Entre  Olympic  Parkway  y  la  SR  125,  las  cuadrillas  construiran  nuevos  muros 
de  contencion  y  trabajaran  en  mejoras  en  las  banquetas  a  lo  largo  del  nuevo 
puente  del  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico.  En  la  Estacion  Santa 
Venetia,  las  cuadrillas  instalaran  el  alumbrado  de  la  estacion  para  pasajeros  y 
seguiran  trabajando  en  mejoras  en  la  plataforma. 

En  el  Centro  de  Transito  de  Otay  Mesa,  las  cuadrillas  construiran  la  plataforma 
y  la  banqueta,  terminaran  de  pavimentar  el  carril  guia  para  autobuses  y 
terminaran  el  asfaltado  en  Nicola  Tesla  Court. 


Ruta  de  servicio  limitado  comenzara  a  operar  en 
septiembre 

La  nueva  ruta  de  servicio  limitado  comenzara  a  operar  en  septiembre  y  viajara 
entre  el  Centro  de  Transito  de  East  Palomar  Street  y  la  Interestatal  805  (1-805) 
en  Chula  Vista  y  el  Centro  de  San  Diego.  El  Rapid  225  operara  durante  la 
semana  solo  durante  las  horas  pico  de  la  manana  y  la  tarde.  El  servicio 
matutino  operara  entre  las  5  a.m.  y  las  8:30  a.m.,  partiendo  cada  15-30 
minutos  del  Centro  de  Transito  de  East  Palomar  Street  Transit  Station  en 
Chula  Vista  con  paradas  en  las  estaciones  del  Rapid  en  direccion  oeste  en 
Broadway  y  el  Centro  de  San  Diego.  El  servicio  Negara  hasta  la  Estacion  de 
Transito  de  America  Plaza.  El  servicio  vespertino  operara  entre  las  3  p.m.  y  las 
6:30  p.m.,  partiendo  aproximadamente  cada  15-30  minutos  de  Santa  Fe  Depot 
en  el  Centro  de  San  Diego.  El  servicio  vespertino  tendra  paradas  en  las 
estaciones  del  Rapid  en  direccion  este  en  Broadway  y  Negara  hasta  la  Estacion 
de  Transito  de  East  Palomar  Street  en  Chula  Vista.  Durante  el  servicio  limitado, 
el  tiempo  aproximado  de  viaje  sera  de  25-30  minutos  durante  las  horas  pico  de 
la  manana  y  aproximadamente  35-40  minutos  durante  las  horas  pico  de  la 
tarde.  A  principios  del  2019,  el  servicio  del  South  Bay  Rapid  se  expandira  al 
servicio  completo  y  operara  a  lo  largo  de  la  ruta  de  26  millas  entre  la  Estacion 
de  Transito  de  Otay  Mesa  y  el  Centro  de  San  Diego.

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Progress  Report 


June  was  a  busy  month  for  the  South  Bay  Rapid  construction  crews.  For 


residents  and  visitors  to  the  area,  the  most  visible  progress  along  the  route 
included  several  newly  completed  segments  of  sidewalk  and  platform 
improvements. 
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A  Rapid  bus  travels  along  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  in  the  median  of  East  Palomar  Street 
during  transit  signal  priority  technology  testing. 


As  the  new  transit  guideway  prepares  to  open,  testing  of  the  new  transit  signal 
priority  technology  took  place  in  early  June  along  East  Palomar  Street  between 
Heritage  Road  and  Olympic  Parkway.  To  ensure  that  the  guideway  and 
associated  technology  is  ready  for  operations,  an  MTS  Rapid  bus  was  used 
during  the  testing.  The  vehicle  traveled  in  and  out  of  the  guideway  as  the 
project  team  assessed  the  new  transit  signal  priority  technology.  Once 
completed,  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  will  span  six  miles  on  East  Palomar 


Street  and  consist  of  two  transit-only  lanes  (one  in  each  direction),  separated 
from  the  existing  travel  lanes  by  a  concrete  divider.  In  addition  to  the  dedicated 
lanes,  transit  vehicles  will  have  traffic  signal  priority  when  travelling  along  the 
guideway,  helping  ensure  faster  travel  times  and  fewer  stops  for  riders. 

Along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Interstate  805  and  Heritage  Road,  crews 
continued  utility  relocation  work  and  construction  of  retaining  walls.  Near 
Heritage  Road,  street  light  poles  were  placed  adjacent  to  the  curb  on  East 
Palomar  Street  in  preparation  for  the  new  guideway.  Crews  continued  working 
on  storm  drain  improvements  by  preparing  curb  inlets  and  installing  new 
infiltration  basins  in  the  south  parkway  near  Hedenkamp  Elementary  School. 
Infiltration  basins  are  used  to  manage  stormwater  runoff,  prevent  flooding  and 
downstream  erosion,  and  improve  water  quality  for  nearby  bodies  of  water. 
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Crews  pour  cement  for  one  of  the  new  curb  inlets  and  infiltration  basins  on  East  Palomar  Street. 


Near  Magdalena  Avenue,  crews  continued  to  make  progress  on  the  Santa 
Venetia  Rapid  Station.  Much  headway  has  been  made  on  the  new  platform  as 
crews  formed  and  poured  the  10-inch  platform  curb  while  also  excavating  and 
forming  the  pedestrian  railing.  Once  complete,  a  low-profile  concrete  barrier  will 
be  in  place  to  ensure  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and  motorists.  Coupled  with 
ongoing  utility  and  traffic  signal  improvements,  crews  are  working  hard  to  have 
the  station  completed  in  the  coming  months. 
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Crews  set  the  glass  panels  at  one  of  the  newly  installed  passenger  shelter  structures  at  the  Millenia 
Rapid  Station. 


Last  month,  crews  began  installing  the  first  of  four  new  passenger  station 
shelters  at  the  Lomas  Verdes  Rapid  Station.  New  pedestrian  shelter  structures 


also  were  installed  at  the  Millenia  and  Otay  Ranch  Rapid  stations.  Crews 
assembled,  set,  and  secured  the  structures  before  adding  the  overhead  glass 
panels  that  will  shield  future  Rapid  riders  from  the  outdoor  elements.  There  will 
be  a  total  of  33  passenger  station  shelters  along  the  entire  South  Bay  Rapid 
route. 

To  the  east  of  State  Route  125  (SR  125),  at  the  site  of  the  future  Otay  Ranch 
Rapid  Station,  crews  prepared  the  passenger  platform  by  setting  detectable 
warning  pavers  along  the  curb.  Detectable  warning  pavers  are  a  system  of 
textured  ground  surface  indicators  that  are  in  place  to  assist  pedestrians  who 
are  visually  impaired.  The  textured  surface  provides  advanced  warning  of 
ramps  and  curbs. 
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A  member  of  the  construction  team  applies  grout  to  the  newly  installed  detectable  warning  pavers 
along  the  Otay  Ranch  Rapid  Station  platform. 


To  the  south,  crews  continued  to  work  at  the  eastbound  State  Route  905  on- 
ramp  at  Siempre  Viva  Road  by  installing  a  protective  fence  barrier  along  the  on- 
ramp.  Intermittent  lane  closures  were  in  place  during  the  month  of  June  while 
crews  completed  this  phase  of  construction. 

At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  several  improvements  have  been  completed 
in  the  past  month  including  the  construction  of  platform  platform  shelter 
pedestals  and  station  lighting  foundations.  Additionally,  Rapid  service  facilities 
were  installed  and  preliminary  work  was  performed  in  preparation  for  the  future 
sidewalk. 
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Crews  place  construction  aggregate  to  form  the  new  sidewalk  along  Nicola  Tesla  Court. 


What's  Next 


Construction  on  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project  will  continue  all  along  the  planned 
route  during  the  month  of  July. 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  route,  crews  will  wrap  up  work  along  East 
Palomar  Street  near  Brashear  Place  and  Hedenkamp  Elementary  School. 
Crews  also  will  finish  up  existing  landscaping,  storm  drain,  and  sidewalk 
improvement  projects  before  school  resumes  for  Hedenkamp  Elementary 
School  in  order  to  minimize  impacts  on  students,  parents,  and  faculty. 

Between  Olympic  Parkway  and  SR  125,  crews  will  start  landscaping 
improvements  including  irrigation  and  planting  along  this  portion  of  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway.  Also  along  this  portion  of  the  route,  the  project 
team  will  begin  installing  and  testing  software  for  the  traffic  signal  priority 
system.  At  Santa  Venetia  Station,  platform  improvements  will  continue  through 
July. 

At  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  will  finish  up  sidewalk  and  asphalt 
paving  along  Nicola  Tesla  Court.  Crews  also  will  lay  crushed  aggregate  base 
and  reinforced  concrete  along  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  pavement  and 
work  to  complete  the  final  stages  of  the  platform  at  the  transit  center. 


Did  You  Know? 

Did  you  know  that  the  South  Bay  Rapid  dedicated  transit  guideway  will  be 
equipped  with  a  state-of-the-art  Transit  Signal  Priority  system  (TSP)?  The  TSP 
provides  preferential  timing  for  Rapid  buses  at  traffic  signals  along  the  route  in 
order  to  reduce  the  amount  of  time  that  they’re  stopped  at  a  red  light.  Types  of 
preference  may  be  an  extended  green  light  if  the  vehicle  is  arriving  near  the 
end  of  the  green  interval,  an  early  green  light  if  the  vehicle  has  arrived  during 
the  red  interval,  or  a  special  Rapid  vehicle-only  phase.  TSP  helps  to  improve 
transit  times  and  reduce  vehicle  emissions  leading  to  a  more  efficient  and 
environmentally-friendly  transit  option.

Project  Overview 


The  South  Bay  Rapid  project  is  a  $128  million  effort  to  provide  travelers  with  a 
new,  frequent,  and  reliable  transit  choice.  The  26-mile  Rapid  route  will  run 
between  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry  and  Downtown  San  Diego  via  a  dedicated 
transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  and  Eastlake  Parkway  in  Chula 
Vista.  When  completed,  South  Bay  Rapid  will  connect  residents  to  employment 
and  activity  centers  in  Downtown  San  Diego  and  South  County. 


Informe  sobre  el  progreso 

Junio  fue  un  mes  muy  atareado  para  las  cuadrillas  del  proyecto  South  Bay 
Rapid.  Para  los  residentes  y  visitantes  del  area,  el  progreso  mas  evidente  en  la 
ruta  incluye  varios  segmentos  de  las  banquetas  recien  terminados  y  mejoras 
en  las  plataformas. 


A  principios  de  junio,  en  preparation  para  la  apertura  del  nuevo  carril  guia 
exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico,  se  realizaron  las  pruebas  a  la  tecnologia 
del  nuevo  sistema  de  transito  con  serial  de  prioridad  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar 
Street,  entre  Heritage  Road  y  Olympic  Parkway.  Para  asegurar  que  el  carril 
guia  y  la  tecnologia  asociada  esten  listos  para  las  operaciones,  usamos  un 
autobus  del  Rapid  de  MTS  para  las  pruebas.  El  vehiculo  entro  y  salio  del  carril 
guia  mientras  el  equipo  del  proyecto  evaluaba  la  tecnologia  del  nuevo  sistema 
de  transito  con  serial  de  prioridad.  Al  estar  terminado,  el  carril  guia  exclusivo 
para  el  transporte  publico  se  extendera  a  lo  largo  de  seis  millas  en  East 
Palomar  Street  e  incluira  dos  carriles  exclusivos  para  el  transporte  publico  (uno 
en  cada  direccion)  separados  de  los  carriles  de  circulacion  general  por  una 


division  de  hormigon.  Ademas  de  los  carriles  exclusivos,  los  semaforos  que  se 
encuentran  a  lo  largo  del  carril  guia  daran  prioridad  a  los  vehiculos  del 
transporte  publico  ayudando  a  reducir  el  tiempo  de  viaje  y  la  cantidad  de 
paradas  para  los  usuarios. 

A  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street,  entre  la  Interestatal  805  y  Heritage  Road,  las 
cuadrillas  siguieron  trabajando  en  la  reubicacion  de  los  servicios  publicos  y  la 
construccion  de  los  muros  de  contencion.  Cerca  de  Heritage  Road,  se 
colocaron  postes  de  luz  adyacentes  a  la  banqueta  en  East  Palomar  Street  en 
preparacion  para  el  nuevo  carril  guia.  Las  cuadrillas  siguieron  trabajando  en  las 
mejoras  al  sistema  de  drenajes  pluviales  preparando  las  parrillas  del  drenaje 
en  las  banquetas  e  instalando  nuevas  cuencas  de  infiltracion  en  el  lado  sur, 
cerca  de  Escuela  Primaria  Hedenkamp.  Las  cuencas  de  infiltracion  se  usan 
para  manejar  la  escorrentia  de  las  aguas  pluviales,  evitar  inundaciones  y 
erosion  rio  abajo  y  mejorar  la  calidad  del  agua  de  los  cuerpos  de  agua 


cercanos. 


Cerca  de  Magdalena  Avenue,  la  construccion  de  la  Estacion  del  Rapid  de 
Santa  Venetia  siguio  avanzando.  Las  cuadrillas  moldearon  y  vertieron  el 
bordillo  de  10  pulgadas  de  la  plataforma  y  excavaron  y  moldearon  la  barrera 
peatonal.  Al  estar  terminada,  la  barrera  de  hormigon  de  bajo  perfil  ayudara  a 
garantizar  la  seguridad  de  los  peatones  y  conductores.  Ademas  de  las  mejoras 
a  los  servicios  publicos  y  semaforos,  las  cuadrillas  estan  trabajando 
arduamente  para  que  la  estacion  este  terminada  en  los  proximos  meses. 
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Las  cuadrillas  colocan  paneles  de  vidrio  en  una  de  las  paradas  cubiertas  recien  instaladas  en  la 
Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Millenia. 


El  mes  pasado,  las  cuadrillas  comenzaron  a  instalar  la  primera  de  cuatro 
paradas  cubiertas  en  la  Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Lomas  Verdes.  Tambien 
instalaron  nuevas  paradas  cubiertas  en  las  estaciones  del  Rapid  de  Millenia  y 
Otay  Ranch.  Las  cuadrillas  ensamblaron,  fijaron  y  aseguraron  las  estructuras 
antes  de  anadir  los  paneles  de  vidrio  superiores  que  protegeran  a  los  futuros 
usuarios  del  Rapid  de  los  elementos.  En  total,  se  instalaran  33  paradas 
cubiertas  a  lo  largo  de  la  ruta  del  South  Bay  Rapid. 

Al  este  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  125  (SR  125),  en  el  area  donde  estara  la  futura 
Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Otay  Ranch,  las  cuadrillas  prepararon  la  plataforma  para 
pasajeros  colocando  placas  de  advertencia  detectables  a  lo  largo  de  la 


banqueta.  Las  placas  de  advertencia  detectables  son  un  sistema  de 
indicadores  superficiales  con  relieves  que  se  colocan  en  el  suelo  para  ayudar  a 
los  peatones  que  tienen  alguna  discapacidad  visual.  La  superficie  con  relieves 
les  advierte  con  anticipacion  de  la  presencia  de  rampas  y  banquetas. 
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Un  miembro  del  equipo  de  la  construccion  aplica  lechada  en  las  placas  de  advertencia  detectables 
recien  instaladas  a  lo  largo  de  la  plataforma  de  la  Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Otay  Ranch. 


Hacia  el  sur,  las  cuadrillas  continuaron  trabajando  en  la  rampa  de  entrada 
hacia  el  este  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  905  de  Siempre  Viva  Road  e  instalaron  una 
barrera  protectora  a  lo  largo  de  la  rampa  de  entrada.  Los  carriles  estuvieron 
cerrados  intermitentemente  en  el  mes  de  junio  mientras  las  cuadrillas 
trabajaban  en  esta  fase  de  las  obras.

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Progress  Report 


The  South  Bay  Rapid  project  continued  to  make  progress  throughout  the  month 


of  May.  One  of  the  most  noticeable  milestones  that  crews  achieved  last  month 
was  the  installation  of  the  station  passenger  shelters  at  the  Lomas  Verdes 
Rapid  Station.

Crews  completed  utility  relocation  work  and  construction  of  retaining  walls 
along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Interstate  805  (1-805)  and  Heritage  Road  to 
make  way  for  the  dedicated  transit  guideway.  Work  also  began  on  sidewalk  and 
curb  ramp  enhancements  to  ensure  safe  and  convenient  paths  for  people 
walking  and  biking  once  the  guideway  is  completed  in  the  center  median. 
Additionally,  concrete  foundations  were  poured  for  new  traffic  signals  along  this 
stretch  of  East  Palomar  Street.

Near  State  Route  125  (SR  125),  crews  safely  removed  all  temporary  sound 
blanket  material  including  shoring  piles,  which  were  installed  during 
construction  of  the  nearly  complete  dedicated  transit  guideway  bridge. 

Following  the  removal  of  the  sound  blanket,  crews  restored  a  community 
parking  lot  on  Impressionist  Drive,  allowing  residents  of  the  Monet  community 
to  resume  parking  there.  Crews  will  continue  to  work  under  the  guideway  bridge 
to  complete  landscaping,  sidewalk,  and  curb  enhancements. 

Nearby,  work  began  on  the  Santa  Venetia  Rapid  Station,  located  between  View 
Park  Way  and  Magdalena  Avenue  along  East  Paiomar  Street.  Planned 
improvements  for  the  station  include  new  furnishings,  bus  shelters,  and  traffic 
signal  improvements  for  the  new  transit  priority  system.

To  the  east,  construction  continued  on  the  future  Otay  Ranch  Rapid  Station 
along  Eastlake  Parkway,  adjacent  to  Kestrel  Falls  Road.  Workers  made 
headway  as  they  performed  grading  and  paving  work  on  the  station  platform 
and  adjacent  transit  guideway,  and  poured  colored  concrete  panel  sidewalk 
finishes  for  the  new  platform. 

Further  south,  near  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry,  construction  continues  on  the 
Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  as  crews  completed  the  underground  utility  work  and 
started  constructing  the  curb  and  gutter.  Once  completed,  the  Otay  Mesa 
Transit  Center  will  serve  as  a  welcoming  gateway  between  the  two  countries 
and  provide  travelers  with  amenities  such  as  ticket  vending  machines,  a 


concession  stand,  and  real-time  next  bus  arrival  signs.

What's  Next 

Construction  on  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project  will  continue  all  along  the  planned 
route  during  the  month  of  June. 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  route,  crews  will  continue  work  on  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway  and  the  associated  utility  and  infrastructure 
improvements  between  1-805  and  Heritage  Road  along  East  Palomar  Street.  As 
part  of  this  work,  crews  will  install  storm  drainage  improvements  along 


eastbound  East  Palomar  Street  from  just  west  of  Paseo  Ladera  to  just  east  of 
Brashear  Place.  To  accommodate  the  work,  the  right  lane  and  bike  lane  along 
eastbound  East  Palomar  Street  will  be  closed  beginning  Tuesday,  June  5,  and 
will  remain  closed  at  all  times  until  the  work  is  completed.  Those  biking  and 
walking  near  the  area  also  may  encounter  intermittent  sidewalk  narrowing  to 
accommodate  the  work,  which  is  expected  to  take  six  weeks  to  complete. 

Beginning  the  first  week  of  June,  testing  and  adjustments  of  transit  signal 
priority  technology  will  begin  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road 
and  Olympic  Parkway.  As  part  of  the  testing,  traffic  signals  will  be  set  on  red 
flash  for  approximately  one  to  two  hours  while  the  project  team  assesses  the 
operation  of  the  new  transit  signal  priority  technology.  Testing  will  involve  use  of 
a  MTS  bus,  so  nearby  travelers  and  residents  may  see  a  bus  operating  in  the 
guideway  from  time  to  time  during  the  testing.  Motorists  should  expect 
intermittent  flagging  at  the  Santa  Rita  and  Santa  Rosa  Drive  intersections  along 
East  Palomar  Street  as  the  bus  makes  its  way  in  and  out  of  the  transit 
guideway.  Pedestrian  crossing  will  be  temporarily  restricted  at  the  future 
Heritage  and  Lomas  Verdes  Stations  during  the  testing. 

Further  east,  construction  will  continue  on  the  new  Santa  Venetia  Rapid  Station 
and  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  View 
Park  Way  and  Magdalena  Avenue.  As  part  of  the  work,  crews  will  perform  utility 
and  traffic  signal  improvements  to  accommodate  future  South  Bay  Rapid  transit 
operations.  The  work  is  expected  to  take  approximately  three  months  to 
complete  and  will  be  the  final  construction  milestone  for  the  surrounding  area 
and  this  segment  of  the  project. 

Across  SR  125,  crews  will  continue  to  work  on  the  installation  of  the  Millenia 
Rapid  Station  bus  shelter  and  will  complete  work  on  the  Otay  Ranch  Rapid 
Station  platform. 

Further  south,  crews  will  pour  concrete  for  the  station  platform  at  the  future 
Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  and  activate  new  traffic  signals  along  Siempre  Viva 
Road.  Once  completed,  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  will  include  a  dedicated 
transit  guideway  for  future  transit  services.

April  saw  no  slowing  down  for  construction  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project. 


Crews  were  hard  at  work  as  the  project  reached  a  number  of  exciting 
construction  milestones. 

Near  State  Route  125  (SR  125),  crews  completed  structural  work  on  the  transit 
guideway  bridge.  As  a  result,  the  temporary  sound  blanket  that  had  been  in 
place  between  the  guideway  bridge  construction  and  the  Monet  and  Treviana 
communities  to  screen  major  construction  impacts  from  the  nearby  residences 
was  removed.  Removal  of  the  entire  sound  blanket  is  nearly  complete,  reducing 
the  overall  work  area  and  restoring  nearby  resident  and  street  parking.  While 
the  construction  of  the  guideway  bridge  is  now  complete,  crews  will  still  be 
performing  bridge  finishes,  while  completing  landscaping  improvements 
underneath  the  bridge  for  the  next  few  months. 


Crews  removed  the  temporary  sound  blanket  as  the  guideway  bridge  nears 
completion. 


Further  west,  crews  have  continued  making  progress  on  construction  of  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Interstate  805 
and  Heritage  Road.  Over  the  past  month,  crews  installed  utility  improvements, 
worked  on  masonry  retaining  walls,  and  performed  sidewalk  and  curb  ramp 
improvements.

Near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  construction  continued  on  the  new  Otay 
Ranch  Station,  located  near  Eastlake  Parkway  and  Kestrel  Falls  Road,  as 
crews  worked  to  form  the  Rapid  station  platform  and  install  traffic  signal 
improvements,  including  priority  signal  indications  for  Rapid  vehicles. 


Crews  install  a  new  traffic  signal  with  priority  signal  indications  for  Rapid  buses 
along  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center. 

Across  the  street,  crews  completed  work  on  the  portion  of  the  dedicated  transit 
guideway  within  the  new  Millenia  development,  as  well  as  the  Millennia  Rapid 
Station. 

To  the  south,  crews  continued  to  work  on  the  Siempre  Viva  Road  median  near 
the  future  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  and  the  adjacent  eastbound  State  Route 
905  on-ramp.  As  construction  progressed,  crews  were  able  to  eliminate  the 
majority  of  lane  closures,  which  had  been  in  place  for  the  past  few  months  to 
accommodate  construction  activities.  Minimal  lane  closures  are  still  in  place  to 
allow  for  final  stages  of  construction,  and  will  remain  in  place  until  the  facility 
opens  later  this  year. 


What's  Next 


South  County  residents  can  expect  to  see  additional  progress  throughout  the 
month  of  May. 

Work  will  begin  on  the  Santa  Venetia  Station,  located  near  the  intersection  of 
Magdalena  Avenue  and  East  Palomar  Street.  Planned  developments  for  the 
Santa  Venetia  Rapid  Station  include  new  site  furnishings,  bus  shelters,  and 
traffic  signal  improvements  for  the  new  bus  priority  system. 

Crews  will  complete  the  installation  of  storm  drainage  improvements  along 
Olympic  Parkway  between  La  Media  Road  and  State  Route  125.  This  work  will 
ultimately  facilitate  the  eco-friendly  management  of  stormwater  runoff  along  the 
westbound  Olympic  Parkway  arterial  that  filters  runoff  into  nearby  Poggi  Creek. 

Along  the  western  portion  of  the  route,  work  will  continue  on  the  dedicated 
transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Interstate  805  and 
Heritage  Road.  Crews  will  be  focusing  on  retaining  and  masonry  wall 
construction  in  May,  as  well  as  sidewalk  and  curb  ramp  enhancements, 
especially  between  Medical  Center  Drive  and  Heritage  Road  along  East 
Palomar  Street.  These  improvements  will  help  make  way  for  the  guideway  in 
the  center  median  and  also  continue  to  ensure  safe  pathways  for  people 
walking  and  biking  along  East  Palomar  Street. 

Residents  to  the  east  will  notice  continued  construction  of  the  Otay  Ranch 
Station  platform.  The  station  is  being  built  to  support  South  Bay  Rapid  and  local 
bus  services,  within  close  proximity  to  SR  125.  Once  complete,  the  co-location 
of  Rapid  transit  and  retail  space  of  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center  will  provide 
ease  for  commuters  wanting  to  visit  the  retail  hub. 

Additionally,  crews  will  begin  installing  station  shelters  at  several  stations  along 
the  South  Bay  Rapid  route,  including  the  Millenia  Station,  Heritage,  and  Lomas 
Verdes  Stations,  and  East  Palomar  Transit  Center  Station. 

Near  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry,  construction  of  the  future  Otay  Mesa  Transit 
Center  will  continue  in  May,  along  with  roadway  and  utility  improvements  along 
the  planned  South  Bay  Rapid  route.  Crews  also  will  be  installing  new  traffic 
signals  in  this  area  and  continue  installing  electrical  conduits  for  the  new  transit 


center.

En  abril  continuo  a  toda  marcha  la  construccion  del  proyecto  South  Bay  Rapid. 
Las  cuadrillas  trabajaron  arduamente  y  la  construccion  del  proyecto  alcanzo 
varios  emocionantes  hitos. 

Cerca  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  125  (SR  125),  las  cuadrillas  terminaron  el  trabajo 
estructural  en  el  puente  del  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico. 
Como  resultado,  pudieron  remover  el  absorbente  acustico  temporal  que  fue 


instalado  entre  la  zona  en  construccion  del  puente  del  carril  guia  y  las 
comunidades  de  Monet  y  Treviana  para  proteger  a  los  residentes  cercanos  de 
los  principales  impactos  de  la  construccion.  El  absorbente  acustico  ha  sido  casi 
totalmente  removido,  lo  que  reduce  al  area  general  de  trabajo  y  restituye  los 
estacionamientos  de  los  residentes  cercanos  y  los  estacionamientos  en  la 
calle.  Aunque  la  construccion  del  carril  guia  ha  terminado,  las  cuadrillas 
todavla  tienen  que  trabajar  en  los  acabados  del  puente  y  finalizar  las  mejoras 
en  las  areas  verdes  debajo  del  puente,  lo  que  tomara  varios  meses. 


Las  cuadrillas  removieron  el  absorbente  acustico  temporal  mientras  finalizaban 
la  construccion  del  puente  del  carril  guia. 

Hacia  el  oeste,  las  cuadrillas  siguieron  trabajando  en  la  construccion  del  carril 
guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico  ubicado  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar 
Street,  entre  la  Interestatal  805  y  Heritage  Road.  El  mes  pasado,  las  cuadrillas 
instalaron  mejoras  en  los  servicios  publicos,  trabajaron  en  los  muros  de 


contencion  de  mamposteria  y  realizaron  mejoras  en  las  banquetas  y  en  las 
rampas  de  las  banquetas. 


Las  cuadrillas  trabajaron  en  la  construction  del  muro  de  contencion  de 
mamposteria  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street,  entre  Santa  Marla  Drive  y 
Heritage  Road. 


Cerca  de  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  continuaron  las  obras  en  la  nueva 
Estacion  de  Otay  Mesa,  ubicada  cerca  de  Eastlake  Parkway  y  Kestrel  Falls 
Road.  Las  cuadrillas  trabajaron  en  la  configuracion  de  la  plataforma  de  la 
estacion  del  Rapid  e  instalaron  mejoras  en  los  semaforos,  incluyendo  las 
senales  que  indicaran  la  prioridad  de  los  vehiculos  del  Rapid. 


Las  cuadrillas  instalaron  nuevos  semaforos  con  indicadores  de  prioridad  para 
los  vehlculos  del  Rapid  a  lo  largo  del  carril  gula  exclusivo  para  el  transpose 
publico  cerca  de  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center. 


Al  otro  lado  de  la  calle,  las  cuadrillas  terminaron  de  trabajar  en  el  segmento  del 
carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico  ubicado  dentro  de  la 
urbanizacion  Millennia  y  en  la  Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Millennia. 

Hacia  el  sur,  las  cuadrillas  siguieron  trabajando  en  la  mediana  de  Siempre  Viva 
Road,  cerca  del  Centro  de  Transporte  de  Otay  Mesa  y  en  la  rampa  de  entrada 
adyacente  de  la  Ruta  Estatal  905  en  direccion  oeste-este.  A  medida  que 
avanzaba  la  construccion,  las  cuadrillas  pudieron  eliminar  la  mayoria  de  los 
cierres  de  carriles,  los  que  fueron  implementados  hace  varios  meses  para 
facilitar  las  actividades  de  construccion.  Algunos  cierres  de  carriles  minimos 
seguiran  en  vigor  durante  las  ultimas  etapas  de  la  construccion  hasta  que  la 
instalacion  abra  sus  puertas  a  fines  de  este  ano. 


Proximos  pasos 

Los  residentes  del  condado  sur  pueden  esperar  progresos  adicionales  durante 
el  mes  de  mayo. 

Se  comenzara  a  trabajar  en  la  Estacion  Santa  Venetia,  ubicada  cerca  de  la 
interseccion  de  Magdalena  Avenue  e  East  Palomar  Street.  Las  obras 
planificadas  para  la  Estacion  del  Rapid  de  Santa  Venetia  incluyen  nuevo 
mobiliario,  albergues  y  mejoras  a  las  senales  de  transito  del  nuevo  sistema 
prioritario  de  los  autobuses. 

Las  cuadrillas  terminaran  de  instalar  las  mejoras  al  drenaje  pluvial  a  lo  largo  de 
Olympic  Parkway,  entre  La  Media  Road  y  la  Ruta  Estatal  125.  En  ultima 
instancia,  esto  ayudara  a  manejar  ecologicamente  la  escorrentia  de  las  aguas 
pluviales  a  lo  largo  de  la  arteria  de  Olympic  Parkway  en  direccion  oeste-este 
que  filtra  la  escorrentia  hacia  el  cercano  Poggi  Creek. 

A  lo  largo  del  segmento  oeste  de  la  ruta,  continuan  las  obras  en  el  carril  guia 
exclusivo  para  el  transporte  publico  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street,  entre  la 
Interestatal  805  y  Heritage  Road.  En  mayo,  las  cuadrillas  se  estaran 
concentrando  en  la  construccion  de  muros  de  contencion  y  muros  de 
mampostena  y  mejoras  en  las  banquetas  y  las  rampas  de  las  banquetas, 
especialmente  entre  Medical  Center  Drive  y  Heritage  Road  a  lo  largo  de  East 
Palomar  Street.  Estas  mejoras  abriran  paso  en  la  mediana  central  para  el  carril 
guia  y  continuaran  asegurando  rutas  seguras  para  peatones  y  ciclistas  a  lo 
largo  de  East  Palomar  Street. 

Hacia  el  este,  los  residentes  notaran  que  continuan  las  obras  en  la  plataforma 
de  la  Estacion  de  Otay  Mesa.  La  estacion  esta  siendo  construida  para  apoyar 
los  servicios  del  South  Bay  Rapid  y  de  los  autobuses  locales  cerca  de  la  SR 
125.  Cuando  este  terminada,  el  uso  compartido  de  los  autobuses  del  Rapid  y 
de  los  comercios  de  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  hara  que  sea  mas  facil  para  los 
viajeros  visitar  el  centra  comercial. 

Adicionalmente,  las  cuadrillas  comenzaran  a  instalar  los  albergues  en  varias 
estaciones  ubicadas  a  lo  largo  de  la  ruta  del  South  Bay  Rapid,  incluyendo  las 
estaciones  de  Millenia,  Heritage  y  Lomas  Verdes  y  la  estacion  del  Centro  de 


Transporte  de  East  Palomar. 


Cerca  de  la  garita  de  Otay  Mesa,  la  construccion  del  futuro  Centro  de 
Transporte  de  Otay  Mesa  continuara  en  mayo,  en  conjunto  con  mejoras  en  las 
carreteras  y  los  servicios  publicos  a  lo  largo  de  la  ruta  planificada  del  South 
Bay  Rapid.  Las  cuadrillas  tambien  estaran  instalando  nuevos  semaforos  en  el 
area  y  seguiran  instalando  conductos  electricos  para  el  nuevo  centra  de 
transporte.

Progress  Report 


March  was  a  busy  and  productive  month  for  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project. 


Crews  continued  work  along  the  project  route,  making  progress  on  several  key 
features,  including  the  guideway  bridge  and  privacy  wall  near  State  Route  125 
(SR  125),  and  new  traffic  signals  at  the  intersection  of  View  Park  Way  and  East 
Palomar  Street. 

This  month,  South  Bay  Rapid  crews  began  clearing  and  grubbing  within  the 
median  area  between  Santa  Maria  Drive  and  Heritage  Road.  This  area  will 
eventually  serve  as  the  transit-only,  two-lane  guideway  for  Rapid  vehicles. 


Crews  work  on  clearing  and  grubbing  within  the  median  area  between  Santa 
Maria  Drive  and  Heritage  Road. 


Crews  also  began  constructing  foundations  along  this  stretch  of  East  Palomar 
Street,  in  preparation  for  construction  of  several  retaining  walls  along  the  north 
side  of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera,  and 
near  Medical  Center  Drive.  Additionally,  crews  completed  relocating  dry  utilities 


between  Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera,  in  advance  of  the  planned  retaining 
walls. 


Crews  replace  material  below  a  planned  retaining  wall  between  Santa  Marla 
Drive  and  Heritage  Road. 

Meanwhile,  improvements  are  moving  right  along  at  the  intersection  of  View 
Park  Way  and  East  Palomar  Street,  as  construction  crews  set  anchor  bolts  for 
new  traffic  signal  pole  foundations.  These  traffic  signals  are  among  12  new 
signals  being  added  as  part  of  project  construction  along  East  Palomar  Street. 
The  purpose  of  the  signals  is  to  help  optimize  operations  and  improve  travel 
times  when  South  Bay  Rapid  service  begins. 


Crews  drill  and  set  anchor  bolts  for  the  traffic  signal  pole  foundation  near  View 
Park  Way. 

Nearby,  crews  continued  work  on  the  privacy  wall  alongside  the  new  guideway 
bridge,  installing  wall  panels  with  riverstone  treatment  and  forming  and  pouring 
the  top  portion  of  the  privacy  wall.  Once  the  wall  panels  were  in  place,  crews 
continued  with  a  surface  finish  treatment. 


Crews  apply  a  surface  finish  treatment  to  the  privacy  wall  along  the  transit 
guideway  bridge  over  SR  125. 


To  the  south,  South  Bay  Rapid  crews  began  grading  and  compacting  material 
to  fill  the  areas  underneath  the  transit  guideway  at  the  site  of  the  future  Otay 
Mesa  Transit  Center. 

Also  in  this  area,  crews  began  to  install  the  electrical/communications  conduits 
at  the  site  of  the  future  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  and  completed  installation  on 
new  overhead  directional  signage  along  westbound  Siempre  Viva  Road. 


Crews  continue  median  work  near  Siempre  Viva  Road. 

What's  Next 

Residents  near  the  new  transit  guideway  bridge  over  SR  125  will  see  crews 
begin  removal  of  the  temporary  sound  blanket.  The  sound  blanket  was  placed 
during  construction  to  audibly  and  visually  screen  construction  from  the  nearby 
residences.  The  removal  of  the  sound  blanket  marks  a  major  milestone  for  the 
project,  and  it  will  help  reduce  the  overall  work  area  and  restore  nearby  street 
parking.  While  the  construction  of  the  guideway  bridge  is  substantially 
complete,  crews  will  still  be  performing  landscaping  improvements  and  work  on 
design  treatments  under  the  bridge  for  the  next  few  months. 

To  the  east  of  SR  125,  crews  will  be  working  on  the  new  Otay  Ranch  Station. 
Planned  improvements  being  performed  next  month  include  setting  foundations 
for  the  station  shelters,  platform  lighting,  and  station  furnishings,  as  well  as 


landscaping  and  irrigation  work. 


Also  in  April,  crews  will  wrap  up  the  reconstruction  of  the  Siempre  Viva  Road 
median  near  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center.  Once  the  work  is  completed,  lane 
closures  along  eastbound  Siempre  Viva  Road  will  be  eliminated.  Lane  closures 
along  westbound  Siempre  Viva  Road  will  remain  in  place  between  the  State 
Route  905  on-ramp  and  Otay  Center  Drive  until  construction  on  this  segment  is 
completed  later  this  year. 

In  the  north  parkway  between  Heritage  Road  and  Santa  Maria  Drive,  crews  will 
begin  construction  of  the  masonry  block  retaining  wall.

When  complete,  the  new  26-mile  South  Bay  Rapid  route  will  include  a  dozen 
Rapid  stations.  Each  station  will  include  new  modern  shelters,  level  platforms 
for  easier  boarding,  and  upgraded  amenities  including  real-time  next-vehicle 
arrival  information,  landscaping,  and  enhanced  paving  and  architectural 
treatments.

Los  residentes  cercanos  al  nuevo  puente  del  carril  guia  exclusivo  para  el 
transporte  publico  sobre  la  SR  125  podran  ver  a  las  cuadrillas  removiendo  el 
absorbente  acustico  temporal.  El  absorbente  acustico  fue  instalado  durante  la 
construccion  para  proteger  auditiva  y  visualmente  a  los  residentes  cercanos  de 
las  obras.  La  remocion  del  absorbente  acustico  representa  un  importante  hito 
para  el  proyecto  y  ayudara  a  reducir  el  area  general  de  trabajo  y  a  restablecer 
el  estacionamiento  en  la  calle  cercana.

Progress  Report 


February  saw  progress  achieved  in  all  corners  of  Chula  Vista  and  South  County 


on  South  Bay  Rapid. 


Preparations  are  underway  to  build  several  retaining  walls  along  the  north  side 
of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera,  and  near 
Medical  Center  Drive.  In  addition,  crews  have  focused  their  efforts  over  the  past 
month  on  the  installation  of  conduit  for  a  new  traffic  signal  at  the  intersection  of 
East  Palomar  Street  and  Oleander  Avenue. 

Installing  the  new  traffic  signal  at  Oleander  Avenue  will  improve  safety  at  the 
currently  non-signalized  intersection.  This  new  traffic  signal,  along  with  ADA- 
compliant  directional  pedestrian  ramps  which  also  will  be  installed  with  this 
project,  will  improve  access  for  youth  crossings  to  Park  View  Elementary 
School  and  the  South  County  Boys  &  Girls  Club. 


Crews  install  conduit  for  a  new  traffic  signal  on  East  Palomar  Street  at 
Oleander  Avenue. 


Crews  working  closer  to  State  Route  125  (SR  125)  are  close  to  completing 
construction  on  the  new  transit-only  guideway  bridge  over  the  highway.  Crews 
expect  to  complete  construction  on  the  bridge  structure  shortly,  and  will  then 
focus  on  final  landscaping  work  under  the  bridge  and  other  aesthetic  finishing 
touches. 


Crews  are  close  to  completing  construction  on  the  transit-only  guideway  bridge, 
which  crosses  over  SR  125. 

Over  the  past  month,  these  crews  also  have  worked  on  a  retention  basin  along 
the  north  side  of  Olympic  Parkway  between  SR  125  and  La  Media  Road,  which 
will  help  manage  and  filter  stormwater  runoff  along  the  arterial.  In  addition,  they 
have  installed  underground  utilities  for  new  traffic  lights  and  signals  along  East 
Palomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  View  Park  Way  in  anticipation  of 
the  new  Rapid  guideway  in  the  center  of  the  road. 


Near  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry,  crews  are  finalizing  and  applying  treatments 
to  several  new  retaining  walls  for  the  new  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center.  Crews 
also  recently  repaved  the  eastbound  State  Route  905  (SR  905)  off-ramp  to 
westbound  Siempre  Viva  Road.  This  off-ramp  will  facilitate  future  South  Bay 
Rapid  access  from  the  freeway  and  into  the  new  transit  center.

What's  Next 

Throughout  March,  residents  and  commuters  will  continue  to  see  trench  work 
along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Oleander  Avenue  and  Medical  Center 
Drive/Brandywine  Avenue,  as  well  as  new  construction  activity  along  the  north 


side  of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Paseo  Ladera  and  Davies  Drive. 
Residents  near  the  new  guideway  bridge  over  SR  1 25  will  see  removal  of  a 
temporary  sound  blanket  that  was  placed  during  construction  to  visually  screen 
construction  from  the  nearby  residences.  Crews  will  then  focus  on  landscape 
improvements  and  aesthetic  treatments  under  the  bridge. 

Shoppers  and  residents  by  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center  should  expect  to  see 
increased  construction  activity  at  the  future  Otay  Ranch  Station  along  Eastlake 
Parkway  at  Kestral  Falls  Road  as  crews  begin  to  lay  conduit  and  install 
underground  utilities  for  the  station. 

In  early  March,  near  the  site  of  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  are 
planning  to  install  a  large  overhead  sign  over  Siempre  Viva  Road  that  will  help 
guide  traffic  to  SR  905  and  the  Port  of  Entry.  Crews  will  focus  efforts  on  grading 
the  future  transit  station  site  in  preparation  of  construction  inside  the  station. 
Crews  also  will  start  reconstructing  the  median  at  Siempre  Viva  Road  near  the 
eastbound  SR  905  on-ramp.

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Progress  Report 

The  newest  segment  of  construction  on  South  Bay  Rapid  kicked  off  in  November 
2017  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Interstate  805  (1-805). 
Crews  began  by  removing  sidewalks  and  existing  landscaping  and  grading  the  north 


side  of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Paseo  Ladera.  Working 
their  way  east  to  west,  crews  are  now  beginning  to  relocate  and  install  utility  and 
irrigation  lines  in  advance  of  reconfiguring  the  road.  Crews  have  also  begun  utility 
relocation  work  near  Medical  Center  Drive  and  East  Palomar  Street. 


One  of  the  first  areas  of  the  project  to  be  completed  is  further  east  on  East  Palomar 
Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Olympic  Parkway.  Crews  have  completed  major 
construction  and  are  adding  the  finishing  touches  -  such  as  restoring  the  turf  along 
the  parkway  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  road. 


Crews  restore  the  parkway  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Heritage  Road. 


Work  continues  just  east  of  Olympic  Parkway  where  crews  have  begun  excavating 
and  grading  the  median  of  the  roadway,  in  anticipation  of  building  the  connecting 
section  of  guideway  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  View  Park  Way. 


Crews  have  begun  excavating  and  grading  East  Patomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Magdalena 
Avenue,  where  the  transit  guideway  will  be  constructed. 


Close  to  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry,  crews  are  working  on  the  new  Otay  Mesa 
Transit  Center.  Throughout  November  and  December,  crews  formed  and  poured  a 
large  retaining  wall  alongside  the  State  Route  905  (SR  905)  eastbound  on-ramp 
from  Siempre  Viva  Road.  This  month,  they’re  backfilling  the  wall  which  also  will 
serve  as  the  entrance  to  the  new  transit  center.  Additionally,  crews  made  significant 
progress  grading,  installing  new  utilities,  pouring  new  sidewalks,  and  installing  other 
maintenance  features  along  the  eastbound  SR  905  off-ramp  to  Siempre  Viva  Road. 
This  work  is  being  completed  in  order  to  accommodate  the  widening  of  the  off-ramp. 


Crews  recently  finished  a  retaining  wall  that  will  also  serve  as  the  entrance  to  the  new  transit  center. 


What's  Next 

By  early  February,  residents  and  commuters  will  see  roadway  trench  work  begin 
along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Oleander  Avenue  and  Medical  Center 
Drive/Brandywine  Avenue.  A  new  traffic  signal  and  improved  crosswalk  will  be 
installed  at  the  Oleander  Avenue  intersection  and  crews  will  be  installing  the 
necessary  conduit  for  the  utility  lines. 

Construction  along  the  portion  of  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and 
Olympic  Parkway  is  largely  completed.  Residents  can  expect  to  see  a  few  crews  in 
the  area,  as  they  wrap  up  “punch  list”  work  -  small  items  that  have  been  identified  by 
the  project  team  as  the  final  wrap  up  work. 


Work  continues  on  the  transit  guideway  bridge  over  the  South  Bay  Expressway  and 
the  adjacent  privacy  wall,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  mid-2018. 

Residents  west  of  the  bridge  may  see  additional  daytime  lane  and  sidewalk  closures 
along  Magdalena  Avenue  as  crews  continue  to  work  on  storm  drain  improvements. 

After  a  construction  moratorium  during  the  busy  holiday  season  came  to  an  end  near 
the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  shoppers  and  nearby  residents  will  see  crews  focus 
construction  activities  on  the  new  Otay  Ranch  Transit  Station  on  Eastlake  Parkway 
at  Kestrall  Falls  Road. 

At  the  site  of  the  future  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  are  working  on  a  second 
retaining  wall  which  will  eventually  support  pedestrian  access  into  the  facility,  in 
addition  to  continuing  work  along  the  SR  905  eastbound  on-ramp  to  widen  the  ramp. 


Did  You  Know? 

All  construction  teams  contracted  by  the  San  Diego  Association  of 
Governments  are  required  by  state  and  local  law  to  control  dust  and  stormwater 
runoff  from  construction  sites.  Before  work  begins,  a  Stormwater  Pollution 
Prevention  Plan  is  prepared  and  approved  by  the  San  Diego  Regional  Water 
Quality  Control  Board.  Crews  use  best  management  practices,  including 
wetting  the  soil  with  water  trucks  to  keep  dust  from  leaving  the  site  and 
installing  fiber  roll  and  sand  bags  to  prevent  stormwater  runoff  from  entering 
storm  drains.

Progress  Report 

In  South  San  Diego  County,  construction  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project  continues, 
as  crews  make  progress  on  key  project  features,  including  the  dedicated  transit 
guideway,  guideway  bridge,  and  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center. 


In  Chula  Vista,  crews  performed  landscape  improvements  in  the  median  of  East 
Palomar  Street  between  Santa  Andrea  Avenue  and  Heritage  Road  which  included 
installation  of  recycled  irrigation  systems,  and  completed  traffic  signal  upgrades. 
Additionally,  crews  continued  to  work  on  the  finishing  touches  of  the  Heritage  and 
Lomas  Verdes  Rapid  stations.  This  segment  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  is 
expected  to  be  complete  later  this  month. 


Crews  are  adding  final  touches  to  the  Heritage  Street  Station  along  East  Palomar  Street  In  Chula  Vista. 


Further  east,  work  continued  on  the  transit  guideway  bridge  near  Impressionist 
Drive,  including  removal  of  the  bridge  falsework.  Additionally,  along  the  eastern 
shoulder  of  State  Route  125  (SR  125),  crews  continue  to  work  on  the  structures  that 
will  support  this  section  of  the  bridge  deck. 


Near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  crews  paved  the  base  course  of  transit 
guideway  from  the  guideway  bridge  to  Birch  Road  and  Eastlake  Parkway. 
Additionally,  crews  worked  to  install  the  electrical  wiring  necessary  for  the  Otay 
Ranch  Town  Center  station.  This  segment  of  the  project  is  expected  to  be  complete 
summer  2018.  Work  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center  will  be  placed  on  hold  while 
the  busy  shopping  season  commences  for  public  safety  and  convenience. 


Construction  crews  completed  the  pedestrian  access  ramps  at  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center  Station. 


Further  south,  construction  of  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  continued  near  Nicola 
Tesla  Court,  as  crews  construct  storm  drain  facilities.  Crews  also  have  been  working 
on  a  retaining  wall  near  the  eastbound  905  on-ramp  at  Siempre  Viva  Road.  When 
complete,  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  will  serve  Rapid  vehicles  and  local  buses, 
connecting  passengers  from  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry  to  centers  of  employment, 
education,  and  recreation  along  the  26-mile  South  Bay  Rapid  route  and  throughout 


the  region. 


What's  Next 

Construction  recently  began  on  Segment  1A,  which  continues  the  Rapid  route  along 
East  Palomar  Street  from  Heritage  Road  to  Interstate  805  and  is  anticipated  to  be 
complete  in  late  2018/early  2019. 

Segment  1A  was  designed  in  collaboration  with  South  County  communities, 

Caltrans,  MTS,  and  the  City  of  Chula  Vista  to  preserve  and  enhance  key  pedestrian- 
friendly  elements  of  the  City’s  General  Plan  and  will  benefit  not  only  those  who  use 
the  service,  but  also  those  who  walk  or  ride  bikes  along  East  Palomar  Street.  Some 
of  these  benefits  include: 

•  Maintaining  a  minimum  10-foot  shared  use  path  along  the  south  side  of  East 
Palomar  Street. 

•  Installing  new  10-foot  wide  directional  pedestrian  ramps  along  the  shared  use 
path  on  the  south  side  of  East  Palomar  Street  at  Santa  Carian  road  and  Santa 
Sierra  Road  in  compliance  with  accessibility  and  American  Disabilities  Act 
(ADA)  ADA  Shared  Use  Trail  Accessibility  Guidelines. 

•  Increasing  the  minimum  sidewalk  width  on  the  north  side  of  east  Palomar 
Street  from  5  feet  to  6  feet,  with  the  minor  exception  of  a  few  areas  in  which  an 
ADA-compliant  minimum  width  of  4  feet  is  used  to  avoid  obstructions,  such  as 
fire  hydrants,  or  above-ground  electrical  boxes. 

•  Installing  new  ADA  directional  pedestrian  ramps,  where  feasible,  in  full 
compliance  with  current  ADA  Guidelines  in  locations  in  which  existing  ramps 
are  disturbed  by  construction. 

•  Maintaining  separation  of  pedestrian  routes  from  roadways  with  landscaped 
parkway  buffer-zones. 

•  Modification  of  the  traffic  signal  at  Hedenkamp  Elementary  School  to  improve 
the  crosswalk  zone  and  visibility. 

•  Once  a  pedestrian  crossing  signal  phase  is  initiated  (i.e.,  once  a  pedestrian 
crossing  signal  directs  pedestrians  to  begin  crossing  the  street),  the  traffic 
signal  technology  will  temporarily  stop  the  Rapid  buses’  priority,  and  provide 
pedestrians  with  a  full  pedestrian  phase  allowing  them  to  cross  the  street 
uninterrupted. 

•  Installing  a  new  traffic  signal  crossing  and  ADA  directional  pedestrian  ramps  at 
Oleander  Avenue  to  improve  safety  and  pedestrian  access  at  the  current  non- 
signalized  intersection,  which  will  benefit  Park  View  Elementary  School  and  the 


Boys  &  Girls  Club  of  South  County. 

•  Maintaining  the  number  of  vehicle  lanes  and  the  bike  lanes  along  East 
Palomar  Street  and  reducing  their  widths  resulting  in  reduced  vehicular 
speeds,  as  documented  by  National  Association  of  City  Transportation  Officials 

(https://nacto.org/publication/urban-street-design-guide/street-design- 

elements/lane-width/) 

•  Planting  trees  and  vegetation  along  East  Palomar  Street  within  the  landscape 
parkway  buffer-zones  between  pedestrian  paths  and  the  roadway,  except  at 
intersections  and  near  local  bus  route  stops.  Landscaping  work  will  commence 
after  completion  of  roadway  widening. 

•  Installing  or  modifying  traffic  signals  along  the  entire  Rapid  bus  route  to 
improve  vehicle  progression  and  improve  intersection  safety  for  all  users, 
including  pedestrians  and  bicyclists. 

•  Allowing  emergency  vehicles  to  use  the  guideway  to  reduce  emergency 
response  and  transport  times. 

•  Installing  approximately  50  new  energy-saving  LED  street  lights  along  the 
alignment. 

•  Installing  storm  water  quality  treatment  units  along  the  alignment  to  improve 
water  quality  of  roadway  runoff  which  discharges  to  local  streams  and 
ultimately  the  Otay  River  and  San  Diego  Bay.

Recientemente  comenzaron  las  obras  en  el  Segmento  1A  que  extendera  la  ruta  del 
Rapid  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street,  desde  Heritage  Road  hasta  la  Interestatal 
805.  Se  espera  que  este  terminado  a  finales  del  2018/principios  del  2019. 

El  Segmento  1A  fue  disenado  con  la  elaboration  de  las  comunidades  del  Condado 
Sur,  Caltrans,  MTS  y  la  Ciudad  de  Chula  Vista  para  preservar  y  realzar  elementos 
peatonales  importantes  del  Plan  General  de  la  Ciudad  y  beneficiar  no  solo  a 
quienes  usan  el  servicio,  sino  tambien  a  quienes  caminan  o  se  movilizan  en  bicicleta 
a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street.

•  Mantener  un  sendero  de  uso  compartido  de  por  lo  menos  10  pies  de  ancho  a 
lo  largo  del  lado  sur  de  East  Palomar  Street. 

•  Instalar  nuevas  rampas  direccionales  peatonales  de  10  pies  de  ancho  a  lo 
largo  del  sendero  de  uso  compartido  del  lado  sur  de  East  Palomar  Street,  en 
Santa  Carian  Road  y  Santa  Sierra  Road,  para  asegurar  la  accesibilidad  y 
cumplir  con  las  Directrices  de  Accesibilidad  para  Senderos  de  Uso  Compartido 
de  la  Ley  de  Estadounidenses  con  Discapacidades  (ADA),  por  sus  siglas  en 
ingles. 

•  Aumentar  el  ancho  minirno  de  la  acera  en  el  lado  norte  de  East  Palomar  Street 
de  5  a  6  pies,  excepto  en  unas  cuantas  areas  en  las  que  el  rmnimo  necesario 
para  cumplir  con  ADA  de  4  pies  se  usara  para  no  obstaculizar  el  acceso  a 
elementos  como  hidrantes  y  cajas  electricas  al  nivel  del  suelo.

•  Instalar  un  nuevo  cruce  peatonal  con  semaforo  y  rampas  direccionales  para 
peatones  que  cumplen  con  ADA  en  Oleander  Avenue  para  mejorar  la 
seguridad  y  el  acceso  peatonal  en  la  interseccion  que  no  esta  senalizada,  lo 
que  tambien  beneficiara  a  la  Escuela  Primaria  Park  View  y  al  Boys  &  Girls 
Club  del  Condado  Sur. 

•  Mantener  la  cantidad  de  carriles  vehiculares  y  carriles  para  bicicletas  a  lo  largo 
de  East  Palomar  Street  y  reducir  el  ancho  para  reducir  la  velocidad  del  trafico, 
lo  que  ha  sido  documentado  por  la  Asociacion  Nacional  de  Funcionarios  de 
Transporte  de  la  Ciudad  (https://nacto.ora/publication/urban-street-desian- 
guide/street-design-elements/lane-width/) 

•  Plantar  arboles  y  vegetacion  a  lo  largo  de  East  Palomar  Street  en  las  areas 
verdes  de  las  zonas  de  amortiguacion,  entre  los  senderos  para  peatones  y  la 
calle,  excepto  en  las  intersecciones  y  cerca  de  las  paradas  de  los  autobuses 
locales.  Los  trabajos  en  las  areas  verdes  comenzaran  cuando  se  termine  con 
la  ampliacion  de  la  calle. 

•  Instalar  o  modificar  semaforos  a  lo  largo  de  toda  la  ruta  del  autobus  Rapid 
para  mejorar  el  movimiento  de  los  vehiculos  y  la  seguridad  en  las 
intersecciones  para  todos  los  usuarios,  incluyendo  peatones  y  ciclistas.

Progress  Report 


In  South  San  Diego  County,  construction  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  project 


continued,  as  crews  made  progress  on  key  project  features,  including  the 
dedicated  transit  guideway,  guideway  bridge,  and  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center. 

In  Chula  Vista,  crews  performed  landscape  improvements  in  the  median  of  East 
Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Olympic  Parkway,  including  traffic 
signal  upgrades  and  the  installation  of  irrigation  lines  to  provide  recycled  water 
for  the  Mexican  fan  palms  being  planted.  The  traffic  signal  upgrades  and  the 
landscaping  improvements  are  some  of  the  final  steps  to  completing  work  on 
this  portion  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway. 


Crews  install  new  irrigation  lines  to  provide  recycled  water  for  the  Mexican  fan 
palms  being  planted  along  East  Palomar  Street. 


A  little  further  east,  crews  continued  work  on  the  dedicated  transit  guideway 


between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Magdalena  Avenue,  where  utilities  were 
installed  to  support  future  Rapid  operations.  East  of  Magdalena  Avenue,  work 
continued  on  the  transit  guideway  bridge  near  Impressionist  Drive,  including 
sandblasting  of  the  bridge  deck  surface  to  accommodate  the  future  sidewalk 
and  bridge  privacy  barriers.  Additionally,  along  the  eastern  shoulder  of  State 
Route  125  (SR  125),  crews  began  work  on  the  structures  that  will  support  this 
section  of  the  bridge  deck. 

Near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  crews  began  paving  the  transit  guideway 
along  Mall  Ring  Road  and  Eastlake  Parkway  between  North  Driveway  and 
Kestrel  Falls  Road.  Additionally,  landscape  work  continued  as  Mexican  fan 
palms  were  relocated  along  the  shoulder  of  Eastlake  Parkway  to  prepare  for  the 
next  phase  of  guideway  paving  between  Kestrel  Falls  and  Birch  roads. 


Crews  pave  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center. 

Further  south,  construction  of  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  continued  near 
Nicola  Tesla  Court,  as  crews  completed  work  on  a  new  sidewalk  to  improve 
access  for  transit  riders,  as  well  as  those  walking  and  biking  to  and  from  the 
Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry.  The  sidewalk  features  new  lighting  for  those  traveling 
in  the  early  mornings  and  evenings.

What's  Next 


In  the  coming  weeks,  crews  will  restripe  lanes  and  plant  trees  and  vegetation 
along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Heritage  Road  and  Santa  Alicia  Avenue. 
Work  also  will  continue  near  the  Heritage  Park  Community  Center,  where  crews 


are  completing  the  surface  of  the  Heritage  Rapid  Station  platform. 

Construction  of  the  transit  guideway  bridge  also  will  continue,  as  crews  work  to 
complete  the  portion  of  the  bridge  deck  just  east  of  SR  1 25.  As  this  happens, 
crews  will  begin  removing  a  portion  of  the  falsework,  the  temporary  supports  for 
bridge  construction. 

Near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  traffic  signal  upgrades  will  be  performed 
along  Mall  Ring  Road  at  the  Town  Center  Drive  intersection  and  along  Eastlake 
Parkway  at  the  North  Driveway  intersection.  Crews  also  will  continue  paving  the 
transit  guideway  along  Eastlake  Parkway. 

Just  south  of  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  construction  is  scheduled  to  begin 
on  the  Millenia  Rapid  Station  and  the  portion  of  dedicated  transit  guideway 
located  within  the  Millenia  development.  When  completed,  these  features  will 
enhance  the  new  community  as  an  urban-inspired,  transit-oriented  hub  and 
provide  nearby  residents  with  convenient  access  to  South  Bay  Rapid. 

Further  south,  crews  will  work  to  complete  installation  of  a  retaining  wall  along 
the  Siempre  Viva  Road  on-ramp  at  State  Route  905  at  the  site  of  the  future  Otay 
Mesa  Transit  Center.  Crews  also  will  continue  excavation  of  dirt  to  support 
installation  of  utility  upgrades. 


Did  You  Know? 

The  transit  guideway  bridge  being  constructed  over  the  South  Bay 
Expressway  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road  will  feature  an  8.5- 
foot  sidewalk.  This  sidewalk  will  be  located  along  the  northern  side  of  the 
bridge  and  will  improve  walking  and  biking  access  within  the  Otay  Ranch 
community  by  connecting  residents  and  communities  west  of  the  South 
Bay  Expressway  with  retail  and  dining  options  on  the  east  side.

Further  east  along  East  Palomar  Street,  crews  performed  traffic  signal 
improvements  at  the  intersections  of  Santa  Rosa  Drive  and  Santa  Andrea 
Street,  as  well  as  the  Heritage  Rapid  Station.  The  work  was  performed  to 
upgrade  the  traffic  signals  and  support  the  future  operation  of  Rapid  vehicles 
along  the  dedicated  transit  guideway.  Additionally,  crews  installed  utility 


improvements  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Magdalena  Avenue  along  East 
Palomar  Street.  Just  to  the  east,  construction  of  the  transit  guideway  bridge 
progressed,  as  crews  installed  decking  between  Magdalena  Avenue  and  State 
Route  125  (SR  125). 


Crews  install  the  western  portion  of  the  guideway  bridge  deck  between 
Magdalena  Avenue  and  SR  125. 


To  the  east  of  SR  125,  construction  continued  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town 
Center,  where  crews  began  grading  for  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  near 
Town  Center  Drive  and  along  Eastlake  Parkway  between  Olympic  Parkway  and 
Birch  Road.  Nearby,  new  stormwater  structures  were  installed  along  Mall  Ring 
Road  as  part  of  the  project’s  water-efficient  landscaping  and  stormwater 
management  features. 


Further  south,  construction  of  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center  progressed  with  the 
installation  of  retaining  walls  near  Nicola  Tesla  Court.  The  new  walls  will  provide 
necessary  structural  support  for  a  new  sidewalk  being  constructed  at  the  transit 
center.  The  new  sidewalk  is  expected  to  be  complete  in  the  coming  weeks  and 
will  improve  access  not  only  for  those  riding  transit,  but  also  for  those  walking 
and  biking  to  and  from  the  Otay  Mesa  Port  of  Entry.

What's  Next 

In  the  coming  weeks,  crews  will  plant  new  trees  and  vegetation  between  Santa 
Alicia  Avenue  and  Heritage  Road  along  East  Palomar  Street.  Crews  also  will 
continue  installing  traffic  signal  upgrades  between  Olympic  Parkway  and 
Heritage  Road. 


Work  will  continue  on  the  transit  guideway  bridge,  as  crews  complete  the 
retaining  walls,  which  will  support  both  the  bridge  structure  and  privacy  walls  for 
nearby  residences. 

Near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  crews  will  continue  grading  along  Eastlake 
Parkway  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Kestrel  Falls  Road  for  the  dedicated 
transit  guideway.  Once  grading  is  complete,  crews  will  begin  paving  the 
guideway.  Crews  also  will  begin  work  at  the  North  Driveway  of  the  Otay  Ranch 
Town  Center  to  install  new  traffic  signals,  which  will  help  optimize  operations 
and  improve  travel  times  when  South  Bay  Rapid  service  begins. 

At  the  site  of  the  future  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center,  crews  will  complete  the  new 
sidewalk  and  will  begin  work  on  a  retaining  wall  along  the  Siempre  Viva  Road 
on-ramp  at  State  Route  905.

A  dozen  Rapid  stations  are  planned  along  the  26-mile  South  Bay  Rapid 
route,  with  five  stations  already  completed  in  Downtown  San  Diego  and 
seven  being  constructed  in  eastern  Chula  Vista  and  Otay  Mesa.

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Progress  Report 


Crews  recently  paved  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street 


between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Heritage  Road.  This  portion  of  the  transit 
guideway  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  coming  months.  The  dedicated 
transit  guideway  is  a  transit-only  lane  being  constructed  in  the  median  of  East 
Palomar  Street  and  along  Eastlake  Parkway  in  Chula  Vista,  where  Rapid 
vehicles  will  travel  when  operations  begin  in  2018. 


Crews  pave  the  final  portion  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  along  East 
Palomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Heritage  Road. 


Meanwhile,  crews  installed  a  portion  of  the  guideway  bridge  deck  over  State 
Route  125  (SR  125)  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road.  The  deck  is  the 
portion  of  the  guideway  bridge  that  Rapid  vehicles  will  travel  along  once  South 
Bay  Rapid  is  operational.  Nearby,  work  continued  on  the  retaining  walls  along 
Impressionist  Drive,  which  will  support  the  bridge  structure  and  privacy  walls  for 


nearby  residences  adjacent  to  the  guideway  bridge. 


Additionally,  work  continued  on  the  portion  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway 
adjacent  to  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center,  where  crews  performed  utility  and 
storm  drain  improvements  along  Eastlake  Parkway.  Nearby,  along  Mall  Ring 
Road,  street  lights  were  relocated  to  accommodate  construction  of  the 
guideway. 

At  the  southern  end  of  the  South  Bay  Rapid  route,  crews  prepared  the  Otay 
Mesa  Transit  Center  site  for  construction  by  clearing  and  removing  vegetation 
and  installing  k-rail  along  the  Siempre  Viva  Road  off-  and  on-ramps  at  State 
Route  905.  The  k-rail  was  installed  for  the  protection  of  motorists  and  workers 
during  construction  of  the  new  storm  drains.

Station.  As  part  of  the  project’s  landscape  improvements,  new  irrigation  lines  will 
be  installed  and  trees  will  be  planted  in  the  median  along  East  Palomar  Street 
between  Santa  Flora  Road  and  Santa  Rita.  Additionally,  new  traffic  signals  will 
be  activated  along  East  Palomar  Street  at  the  intersections  of  Santa  Rosa  Drive 
and  Vista  Sonrisa  Avenue. 

Construction  also  will  continue  on  the  guideway  bridge,  with  installation  of  the 
remaining  bridge  structure  and  decking  along  the  western  portion  of  the  bridge, 
which  spans  from  SR  125  to  Magdalena  Avenue.  Additionally,  crews  will  place 
utility  lines  near  Impressionist  Drive,  which  will  provide  power  for  the  lighting 
features  along  the  transit  guideway  bridge.

Progress  Report 


Construction  is  now  underway  on  the  southernmost  portion  of  the  South  Bay 


Rapid  project,  as  crews  began  clearing  and  removing  vegetation  near  State 
Route  905  and  Nicola  Tesla  Court  in  southeastern  San  Diego  for  construction  of 
the  Otay  Mesa  Transit  Center. 


In  Chula  Vista,  final  grading  was  completed  in  preparation  for  construction  of  the 
Heritage  Rapid  transit  station’s  westbound  platform  along  East  Palomar  Street 
near  the  Heritage  Park  Community  Center.  Additionally,  new  vegetation  was 
planted  in  the  median  along  East  Palomar  Street  between  Olympic  Parkway  and 
La  Media  Road  as  part  of  the  project’s  water-efficient  landscaping  and 
stormwater  management  features. 


Crews  plant  new  vegetation  in  the  median  of  East  Palomar  Street  between 
Olympic  Parkway  and  La  Media  Road.

Progress  Report 


South  Bay  Rapid  construction  in  South  County  continues  as  crews  work  on  the 


dedicated  transit  guideway  along  East  Palomar  Street  in  Chula  Vista.  Recently, 
crews  paved  three  intersections  along  East  Palomar  Street  at  Santa  Rosa  Drive 
and  Santa  Delphina  and  Santa  Alicia  avenues.  Crews  also  began  installing  new 
irrigation  lines  in  the  median  of  East  Palomar  Street  to  water  the  Mexican  fan 
palms  that  were  planted  in  March. 


Crews  pave  the  intersection  of  East  Palomar  Street  and  Santa  Alicia  Avenue 
completing  utility  improvements  as  part  of  their  work  on  the  dedicated  transit 
guide  way. 


To  the  east,  crews  worked  to  construct  the  new  transit  guideway  bridge  over 
State  Route  125  (SR  125).  As  part  of  this  effort,  crews  installed  falsework,  or 
temporary  wood  structures  used  to  support  construction  of  the  bridge  deck, 
between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road  last  month  and  made  progress  on 


the  formation  of  the  bridge  foundation  and  columns.  Additionally,  crews 
performed  excavation  work  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center  to  prepare  for 
construction  of  this  portion  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway. 


Crews  work  overnight  along  SR  125  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road 
to  install  falsework,  or  temporary  supports  for  bridge  construction. 


What's  Next 

In  coming  weeks,  construction  of  the  dedicated  transit  guideway  will  continue 
along  East  Palomar  Street  and  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center.  This  includes 
construction  of  a  new  crosswalk  ramp  at  the  intersection  of  East  Palomar  and 
Santa  Andrea  streets,  as  well  as  installation  of  utilities  for  the  dedicated  transit 


guideway  near  the  Otay  Ranch  Town  Center.  Additionally,  work  will  continue 
along  SR  125  between  Olympic  Parkway  and  Birch  Road  to  construct  the 
guideway  bridge  and  install  falsework  near  Magdalena  Avenue  and  East 
Palomar  Street. 

Next  month,  crews  will  begin  removal  of  vegetation  near  Nicola  Tesla  Court  in 
southeastern  San  Diego  preparing  for  construction  of  the  Otay  Mesa  Transit 
Center  -  the  third  in  a  series  of  four  segments  that  compose  the  project.

The  State  of  California's  $2.2  billion  cap-and-trade  program  kicked  in  two 
years  ago  as  part  of  the  passage  of  landmark  legislation  AB  32,  the 
California  Global  Warming  Solutions  Act  of  2006.  The  program  is  working 
to  reduce  the  state's  greenhouse  gas  emissions  to  1990  levels  by  2020  by 
selling  a  set  number  of  emission  allowances  at  state  auctions.  Revenue 
from  the  program  will  come  from  greenhouse  gas  emitters  -  such  as 
utilities,  refineries,  manufacturers  and  other  businesses  -  that  are  buying 
the  allowances  to  allow  them  to  operate.

Since  opening  its  doors  in  2008,  Urban  Discovery  Academy  has  provided  a 
rigorous  education  that  develops  the  whole  child  as  a  scholar,  athlete,  artist,  and 
democratic  member  of  society. 

Urban  Discovery  has  finally  found  a  permanent  home  in  the  East  Village  after 
previously  renting  out  space  on  Sixth  Avenue,  just  west  of  Balboa  Park,  as  well  as 
most  recently  occupying  the  former  Mead  Elementary  School  at  45th  and  Market 
Streets. 

The  new  36,000  square  foot  state-of-the-art  facility  combines  the  renovation  of  an 
existing  classic  structure  with  new  construction  that  is  designed  to  inject  a  modern, 
architecturally  distinct  facade  that  will  become  an  important  part  of  the  East  Village 
streetscape  and  will  be  a  neighborhood  landmark.

The  transformation  of  the  old  Palomar  Hospital  is  seen  in  Escondido  as  the  key  to 
the  future  growth  of  the  city. 

But  the  new  developer  that  owns  the  site  -14  acres  of  downtown  real  estate  near 
transit  lines  and  job  centers  -  plans  to  build  only  450  units,  just  one  third  of  what’s 
allowed  there. 

That’s  not  unheard  of,  reports  Jesse  Marx,  but  it  goes  against  the  grain  of  region’s 
politics,  which  are  shifting  as  California  puts  increasing  pressure  on  cities  to  build 

more. 

The  city’s  director  of  community  development  Bill  Martin  said  he’s  trying  to  figure  out 
why  Integral  Communities,  the  developer,  offered  so  few  units.  He  said  it  probably 
had  something  to  do  with  the  project’s  townhomes,  “a  very  marketable  type  of 
housing.” 

Officials  across  the  county  are  trying  to  boost  housing  availability.  In  San  Diego,  the 
City  Council  recently  chewed  out  a  developer  for  offering  a  project  that  wasn’t  dense 
enough.  And  San  Diego’s  mayor  this  week,  in  his  State  of  the  City  address, 
proposed  eliminating  height  limits  near  many  transit  stations  —  the  opening  shots  in 
a  war  that  could  remake  the  urban  tableau. 

•  Speaking  of,  the  Union-Tribune  asks  the  provocative  question:  “Is  San  Diego 

County  done  building  single-family  homes?”  Kent  Aden,  senior  development 
manager  for  HomeFed  Corp.,  the  biggest  landowner  in  Otay  Ranch,  gave  a 
good  summary  of  where  things  stand  countywide:  “There’s  less  and  less  land, 
and  more  and  more  opposition.” 


Cory  Briggs  Is  Running  for  Mayor, 
Apparently 


Late  Wednesday  night,  attorney  Cory  Briggs  announced  on  Twitter  that  he  was  so 
disgusted  by  Mayor  Kevin  Faulconer’s  State  of  the  City  speech  -  and  especially  its 
promise  to  remove  height  limits  near  transit  outside  the  coast  -  that  he  would  join  the 
2020  mayor’s  race.  Sort  of. 

He  actually  said  that  he  had  expected  other  elected  officials  to  rail  against 
Faulconer’s  proposal,  and  was  shocked  when  no  one  had. 

“So  in  the  mayor’s  race,  if  nobody  else  is  gonna  fight  to  protect  San  Diego’s 
environment  and  our  quality  of  life,  count  me  in,”  he  wrote. 

We  reached  out  to  Briggs  to  get  clarity  on  whether  that  meant  he  was  running  for 
mayor,  or  what  he  needed  to  see  from  another  candidate  to  keep  him  from  getting  in. 

“It’s  in  the  statement,”  he  wrote  in  a  text  message.  “It’s  in  all  my  other  Tweets.  I  have 
nothing  to  add.” 

On  Twitter,  Briggs  told  one  person  who  asked  where  he  could  donate  to  his  mayoral 
campaign  that  it  wouldn’t  be  necessary,  because  he  planned  to  pay  his  own  way. 

•  Back  in  2014,  former  Voice  reporter  Liam  Dillon  profiled  Briggs,  specifically 
about  how  he  made  his  money.  He  wrote  a  follow-up  explaining  that  lots  of 
criticism  of  how  Briggs  does  business  are  really  criticisms  of  the  structure  and 
interpretation  of  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act. 

•  inewsource  reporter  Brad  Racino  has  also  investigated  Briggs  for  years. 

Water  District  Board  Members  Give 
Themselves  Insurance 

The  Union-Tribune’s  editorial  board  came  out  against  a  South  Bay  water  district 
board  that  voted  to  give  itself  health  insurance. 

“Board  members  with  local  water  agencies  —  often  politicians  or  politically 
connected  people  —  don’t  always  bring  a  lot  of  relevant  expertise  to  the  job,”  the 
paper  opined,  after  it  reported  that  Sweetwater  Authority  in  Chula  Vista  voted  6-1  to 
expand  already-existing  health  insurance  coverage  to  dependents.  “They  generally 
meet  no  more  than  a  few  times  a  month,  basically  to  bless  staff  recommendations.” 

Board  member  Josie  Calderon-Scott,  who  voted  against  the  benefit  expansion, 
noted  her  and  her  fellow  board  members  don’t  work  full  time  —  “not  even  part  time,” 
she  said,  according  to  the  paper. 

But  Sweetwater  isn’t  alone,  several  other  local  water  districts  offer  some  sort  of 
health  benefits  to  board  members.  According  to  an  analysis  by  Sweetwater,  the 
others  are:  Carlsbad,  Helix,  Lakeside,  Olivenhain,  Otay,  Padre  Dam,  Rincon  del 


Diablo,  Santa  Fe  Irrigation  District,  Vallecitos,  Vista,  Yuima  and  the  Leucadia 
Wastewater  District.

The  eyes  of  the  national  criminal  justice  movement  are  on  San  Diego  this  month, 
thanks  to  the  district  attorney’s  race. 

The  two  candidates  present  a  stark  contrast:  Genevieve  Jones-Wright,  a  reform- 
minded  public  defender,  is  facing  Summer  Stephan,  a  tough-on-crime  career 
prosecutor. 

Yet  national  observers  have  missed  a  key  difference  between  this  race:  California 
has  in  recent  years  already  enacted  many  of  the  reforms  that  candidates  like  Jones- 
Wright  are  promising. 

For  instance,  Philadelphia’s  new  district  attorney,  Larry  Krasner,  is  often  compared 
to  Jones-Wright.  Earlier  this  year,  he  released  an  extensive  memo  outlining  big 
changes  his  office  is  making  on  what  crimes  it  charges,  and  the  sentences  its 
attorneys  will  seek.  The  changes  were  hailed  as  revolutionary  and  a  model  for  like- 
minded  prosecutors. 

Yet  many  of  those  changes  are  already  law  here  in  California,  through  measures  like 
Prop.  47,  Prop.  57,  Prop.  64  and  AB  109. 

For  Jones-Wright,  it  raises  the  question:  What  does  it  mean  to  be  a  reformer  in 
reform-minded  California?  For  Stephan,  it’s  a  different  question:  Are  Jones-Wright’s 
ideas  really  so  scary,  if  they’re  in  keeping  with  a  trend  that’s  already  underway? 

Both  candidates  answer  those  questions  in  a  new  story  by  Andrew  Keatts.  Jones- 
Wright  has  a  list  of  things  she’d  like  to  do  that  go  beyond  what  the  state  has  already 
done,  and  says  she  wants  her  DA’s  office  to  take  on  a  leadership  role  pushing  the 
state  even  further.  Stephan  said  the  state’s  reforms  have  been  good  and  bad,  and 
she  wants  to  be  part  of  patching  holes  in  them  that  would  make  them  tougher  on 


crime. 


The  DA  campaign  has  become  perhaps  the  most-watched  race  on  the  June  ballot. 
Here’s  a  round-up  of  other  weekend  coverage  of  the  race. 

•  At  In  Justice  Today,  Max  Rivlin-Nadler  took  a  look  at  the  steady  flow  of 

spending  by  law-enforcement  unions  on  Stephan’s  behalf.  Stephan  told  a 
roomful  of  reporters  this  month  that  her  campaign  wasn’t  taking  money  from 
those  unions  -  but  that  hasn’t  stopped  them  from  spending  big  on  her  through 
political  action  committees. 

•  As  outside  money  adds  up  in  the  DA’s  race,  Union-Tribune  reporter  Joshua 
Stewart  pointed  out  that  such  spending  doesn’t  have  a  particularly  successful 
track  record  in  San  Diego. 

Gaspar  Goes  to  Washington 

President  Donald  Trump  has  invited  Escondido  Mayor  Sam  Abed  and  County  Board 
of  Supervisors  Chair  Kristin  Gaspar  to  the  White  House  to  discuss  California’s  so- 
called  sanctuary  laws,  according  to  the  Union-Tribune.  Both  Republican  elected 
officials  have  been  critical  of  the  new  laws.  Gaspar  called  the  invitation  “quite  an 
honor.” 

To  fully  appreciate  this  development,  let’s  consider  a  few  things. 

•  Shortly  after  the  June  2016  primary,  Gaspar  told  KPBS  she  voted  for  Trump 
because  “I  think  it’s  important  that  we  have  someone  that  moves  forward  with 
the  Republican  principles.” 

•  But  a  month  before  the  2016  general  election,  Gaspar  backtracked,  saying, 
“I’ve  lost  my  support  for  Trump.  Unfortunately,  in  the  primary  I  was  hopeful,  like 
many  other  people,  that  he  would  bring  people  together  and  fulfill  his  promise 
to  calm  his  rhetoric  to  be  presidential,  and  I  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  he’ll 
be  presidential.” 

•  In  2017,  Gov.  Jerry  Brown  signed  into  law  three  bills,  including  SB  54.  or  The 
California  Values  Act.  Two  months  ago,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  filed 
suit  to  undo  the  laws. 

•  In  January,  Gaspar  entered  the  49th  Congressional  District  race.  One  poll  in 
February  put  her  third  among  the  Republican  contenders. 

•  In  April,  at  Gaspar’s  urging,  the  county  threw  its  support  behind  the  federal 
government.  But  because  officials  missed  the  window  to  file  an  amicus  brief, 
the  vote  was  merely  symbolic. 

•  Since  then,  Gaspar  has  appeared  several  times  on  Fox  News  —  as  recently 
as  Friday  —  to  call  the  laws  “dangerous.” 

We  recently  dismantled  some  of  the  claims  that  Abed  and  other  leading  Republicans 


have  been  making,  and  are  likely  to  make  at  the  White  House,  about  the  new  laws  in 
California. 

More  Politics  News

South  Bay’s  for  the  Birds:  Meet  Cockatoo 
Grove 

From  Randy  Dotinga:  Where  the  heck  -  and  what  the  heck  -  is  Cockatoo  Grove? 

The  other  day,  I  saw  a  local  weather  map  that  included  a  mention  of  this  South  Bay 
place  in  the  Bonita  area.  I  grew  up  in  Chula  Vista,  but  I’d  never  heard  of  it.  Maybe  it’s 
#fakenews.  Maybe  it’s  time  to  make  a  flap! 

I  pecked  around  a  bit  and  discovered  that  Cockatoo  Grove  does  exist.  It’s  a 
neighborhood  in  Chula  Vista  next  to  Southwestern  College  and  north  of  Otay  Ranch, 
and  its  history  goes  way  back  to  at  least  the  1890s.  It  was  once  so  well  known  that 
stories  about  the  community  college  in  the  newspaper  used  “Cockatoo  Grove”  as  a 
dateline. 

According  to  the  book  “San  Diego  County  Place  Names,  A  to  Z,”  which  describes 
Cockatoo  Grove  as  “one  of  the  more  unusual  county  names,”  the  neighborhood  is  so 
named  because  an  Austrian  immigrant  owned  160  acres  there  and  raised  white- 
crested  Australian  cockatoos.  A  1925  San  Diego  Union  story  says  Cockatoo  Grove 
was  also  a  station  on  a  stagecoach  route,  and  it  mentions  that  the  the  Austrian  had  a 
vineyard  and  a  wine  press,  perhaps  so  he  could  make  some  vino  to  help  him  cope 
with  a  bunch  of  some  of  the  loudest  birds  known  to  man. 

The  cockatoos  are  gone  now,  replaced  by  homes.  But  that’s  OK.  You  know  what 
they  say:  No  fowl,  no  harm.

DETAILS:  A  36"  high  pressure  natural  gas  "transmission  line"  is  being  built  from  Rainbow  to 
Mission  Valley  to  replace  the  70  year-old  pipeline  currently  in  use.  Unfortunately,  Colonel 
Woodworth,  the  Miramar  CO,  wants  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  and 
SDG&E  to  consider  alternative  routes  that  avoid  Miramar  completely.  The  two  alternative  routes 
would  impact  MTRP,  the  Goodan  Ranch,  and  the  City  of  Santee. 

SDG&E  would  like  the  pipeline  to  pass  through  Miramar  providing  the  cheapest  and  most  direct 
route  for  this  infrastructural  upgrade  project.

The 
first  alternative  route  travels  from  Poway  through  the  MTRP  West  Sycamore  Area,  the  Goodan 
Ranch,  the  Fanita  Ranch  Property,  under  Fanita  Parkway,  turning  west  under  Carlton  Oaks  Blvd, 
and  terminating  at  the  Rumson  Rd  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  access  point.  The  second  alternative 
route  travels  from  Poway  through  East  Elliott,  down  MTRP's  Spring  Canyon,  through  the  East 
Mission  Trails  Staging  Area,  under  the  SR-52/Mast  intersection,  under  the  West  Hills  Pkwy/Mast 


intersection  terminating  at  the  Rumson  Rd  Natural  Gas  access  point.

That  means  YOU  taking 
action  NOW.  If  this  Transmission  Pipeline  is  placed  in  Santee  and  MTRP,  we  have  strong 
concerns  that  another  Power  Plant  proposal  will  follow.

I  oppose  both  alternative  routes  of  the  proposed  gas  pipeline  (Line  3602).  Alternative 
routes  through  Mission  Trails  Regional  Park  and  surrounding  park  expansion  areas  are 


not  acceptable. 

The  first  proposed  alternative  would  disrupt  the  use  of  and  degrade  Mission  Trails 
Regional  Park’s  West  Sycamore  Area  including  parts  of  the  new  Stowe  Trail,  as  well  as 
the  Goodan  Ranch,  and  Fanita  Ranch.  These  preserved  areas  and  parklands  are  used  by 
hundreds  of  visitors  daily.  Maintaining  the  integrity  of  the  preservation  of  these  natural 
lands  is  imperative  for  existing  wildlife,  flora,  and  habitat. 

The  second  proposed  alternative  is  equally  unacceptable  and  would  degrade  Mission 
Trails’s  Spring  Canyon  and  East  Fortuna  Staging  Area,  and  also  East  Elliott,  part  of 
MTRP’s  larger  ecosystem.  The  park  and  its  surrounding  expansion  area  must  be 
protected.  A  new  gas  pipeline  does  not  belong  in  these  natural  habitats  which  are  used 
recreationally  by  park  visitors.
